EXPOSED, &c. 

IN order to render the plan of this little trcatife 
fufficiently obvious to every reader, we (hall 
range the various abandoned, and vicious characters 
of both fexes under th.ir refpe&ive heads ; where- 
in will be given a fuccinft account of thtir deteft- 
ablepra&iccs, and to which will be fubjoincd the 
ffioft cffe&aaFmcihods to avoid their pernicious 
tendency. By thefc means we (hall not only un- 
dertake to guide the countryman of all rauks fafe 
to London, but to preferve them when there ; nor 
fcall we at the fame time be defficient in endea- 
vouring to keep inviolate the morals of our towns- 
men. To purfuc our intended plan, we will be- 
gin with the chaTa&er of 

- HIGHWAYMEN or SCAMPS. 

^HESE are generally perfons who have been ac- 

cuftomed to extravagant living, and lewd wo- 

m en, and thus cxhaufled their fubftancc\ If fuc 

cefsful in bufinefs they appear as gentlemen, and 

Ret acquainted with the hoftlers on the road, and 

f°me landlords, to obtain intelligence. Gentlemen 

tr avellcrs frequently call for thodphdiord ro take a 

.;8}tfs with them, and in the courfe of convention 

dftifirer what caft or notes the^ \^^'^xA^Vit\^ 

Mtylic, the road they are go\ug,l^v^vw\^c\ 
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* life. When Mr. Scamp comes, he calls for : 
tie or bowl, and afks, What news? when, pa 
the landlord, undefignedly, informs him tha 
or fuch company are in the houfe, who have 
intelligence concerning various particulars, 1 
he repeats if time permits. For thcfe reafons 
gentlemen are pnrfued on the road, though, 
are met by chauce. Highwaymen generally 
you before they falute ; but I advifc all gentl 
travellers not to divulge what fubftance they 
with them to any landlord or hoftler, efpe 
within forty mil£s of London? as they gen 
difcover all the information they can get, i 
through ignorance or defign. 

SHARPERS. 
HPHESE are the more delufive, as moft of 
are men of reputable extra&ion, tok 
education, and decent appearance; but thr 
. vicious purfuits have fquandered their for 
"and loft their reputation. They range the 
in the garb, and under the chara&cr of gent 1 
of independent fortunes ; and make it their 
nefs to find out young heirs of much wealth, 
lefs prudence, who having left their rural ab 
and being captivated with the novelty of a 
life, often affett the company of tbofe who 
cording to the common phrafe, are faid to t 
life. ' They commonly refort to the billiard- 1 
the cock.pit, the race-coufe, the tennis-court, 
the bowling-green, in the refpeftive games be; 
ing to thich they are generally well verfed 
long, once col^r experience. 

Having been as they call it taken in themfe 
they faifely infer "their right to take in oth 
st d accordingly turn th*\r w\\o\t m\nfa v* 
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|)afe purpofe. Conftant prafticc teaches them al* 
asoft at a glance to difcern the gamefter from the 
fake, as they term it; and fuch an one is no fooner 
entered their place of refort, but they advife means 
to draw him in for the plate; and generally (trip 
bis pockets before he departs. So fallacious are 
they, they will, even under the mafk of friend- 
flup, draw an unguarded, generous man into the 
mod deftru&ivc meafures, and {hare vith their 
bafe confederates the pfoduft of their treachery* 
If you hazard your money in betts with u jharpef, 
as cheating is bis infcparable qualification, you 
have not only blind chance to deal with, but fuch 
a combination of deceit, and fuch a train of tricks 
and flights linked together, that even good fortune 
is not fufficient to guard and fecure you againft 
them* Nay, if you could arife to a degree of 
eminence in any particular game, he would even 
then devife means, either by working up your 
paffion, or eluding your infpe&ion, to fruftratc 
your point and ca,rry his own* 

He will inveigle you, from time to time, into 
pnefport or another, amongft others of his clan, 
*ho are adepts in diffimulation, till they have 
genteelly fleeced you of perhaps your all, and treat 
you afterwards with as much indifference, as he 
at firft affe&ed refped. When you can no longer 
•dminifter to bis iniquitous purpofes, he will not 
poly defert you, but make a feoff of your incx- 
perience and credulity. To fum up thechara&er 
PJF a (harper j he is one, who fupplies his exigen- 
ces* by ftudying and pra&ifing every means, that 
pfcy deceive the credulous, allure the inexperi- 
to&fJWP* d*e ignorant, and unfteaA v\^ n*3\- 
His confeience it feared, tt V. •««** 
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with-a hot iron, he is regardlefs of the laws of G< 
and man, a° far as is confident wich his feoirff 
and is fo abforbe « in vice, that h,s is >ni'ufccrptiB 
of every humane or honourable f:ntitnent. ^j 
avuid the fatal effe&s of ccnr^dtiou with tht 
fnakeo in the graf*, if you have n > acquaintance 
town, be very cautious of ke; ping company, * 
any cne behaves with extraordinary civility towaft 
you, orafl'icls to detire your frirndfhip, bevja 
of him, liflen not to his^ntrance, for as you a 
a ftranger to him, his defire of cultivating afrfc 
quaintance with you mud arifc from bafe and fclf 
views. If you are accofted in the ftreet, park* 
any place of public refort in the ordinary w?y 
converfe, concerning the topic of the time, Of * 
incidental fuhjefts, affett cither not to hear* 
turn afide. This is a very common method 
proceeding with thofc gentlemen. i=, v

KIDNAPPERS. 
'"THESE are lazy vagrants of ruined charaft 
who are employed to trepan ignorant i*r 
peeling young men to enter into the ftrvice of 
merchants, or in time of war into the arm* 
navy. They hauni night*houfcs, petty ale-ndi 
ani the fkirts of the totvn. Their ufual me» 
is to accofl a countryman in the common ma* 
of falutarion, and if pi;fiiblc inveigle him i# 
houfe to diink. If poor John catches at the* 1 
they thtn put the liquor about brilkly, and it 
find it begins to operate, they queftion hifld 
ccrning the time of his being in town, the pfafe 
he follows, or intends to foWow, &c. li^te 
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oeexi bred to any trade, they imitate to him thfe 
fuperiority of a gentleman foldier's life, who is in 
the road both to fortune and preferment ; if of no 
trade and in queftof a place of fervice, they allure 
him they will provide hirii every requifite for a 
gentleman w : 4 mt the drudgery of a menial life. 
It is very common at their places of rendezvous, 
to have two or three fellows attired in ferjeants 
regimentals, who are ready to aflure them of their 
fpeedy preferment, and that they need not doubt 
of the fame. When he becomes intoxicated, 
they frequently flip money into his pocket, and in 
&q>hour or two afterwards, falute him as a brother 
joldier ; if the poor countryman difcovers any 
furprife at this falutatiori, they then apply to their 
Jierjured comrades* who are ready toatteft his ao 
fcejftion df bounty-money in confideration of en* 
lifting; and to prove it, he is referred to his own 
feeling. The aftonihVd innocent then putt hit 
farki iilto his pocket, if capable, finds money, 
and is ftrtlck with amazement. If the liquor ope- 
rates according to the bafe difire of thofe, who ad- 
iflinifter it, they fave themfelves further trouble 
after they have palmed the money on the unfuP- 
pt&ingmari, by conveying him to bed, locking the 
aoorof the room, and leaving him to his moruing 
tefleftions. 

The reader may readily conceive the aftonifti-. 
nient of the honeft countrymafri, when he awakes 
fa a Grange place, finds a cockade in his hat, or 
the money in his pock t. In vain he expoftnlates 
with the mercilefs myrmidon, who is ready to 
fwear it was an a£t of his o\yn free wilU and if he de* 
faito be exempted from the obligaAAcrc^ \v* «dk

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fcomfe down fomething handfome. Thus the poor, 
harmlefs honeft man is trepanned either "into a 
ftate of flavery (for in many cafes it is no better) 
or obliged to purchafe his deliverance at an ex- 
tortionate rate. 

This is the common method in riiich thefe en- 
flavers of the unwary commonly proceed ; and fuch 
the two general confequence ol their vile crafts, 
and the credulity of the unexperienced youth. 

To caution you againft thofe fedvcers of the 
unthinking, obferve that many of them drefs in 
the garb of officei s, and ftand often at the door ol 
an alehoufe in order to accoft paffers-by ; fomc 
of them appear in other garbs, and their bufinefi 
is to allure you to the houfe where the principal 
villain is ready to receive you. The firft you may 
know by their drefs, the latter you may fufpecS 
from his impertinent addreft, you have therefore 
only to remember thefe descriptions, and to avoid 
whatever tallies in the leaft with them. 

GAMBLERS. 
'THOUGH thefe are included,, as well as many 
others we (hall ifcention, under the charaflier 
of (harpers, we think it ntctf&xy to our purpoft; 
to confider them feparately* in order to difcover 
to our honeft readers their various tricks and xe-^ 
foiirces, for the better difcovery of them, and 
their furer Cfcapeu 

As we before obferved, they are verfed in moft 

games pra&ifed by nfcen of principal for diverfio» 

only; ue (hall point out their various methods of 

cheating, trepanning, drtd deluding the unwaty, 

and fnexp&riehced, atnd begin ^wx \X» m^ra&%

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take the wrong fide }aft time, 'twas a tight mate 
and no body could tell who had the bell of it t 
the advantage came Td draw him on ftill fu 
ther they oiler him his choice, affuring him tin 
Covet not to cirry off his money- In this matin 
the unguarded, deluded country gentleman 
drawn on from fet to fet, and from fmall bets l 
large ones, till they have Jluck him as they call i 
and then, according to their language, they fe 
dom part with him till they fend him awayjfy* 
and clean. In moft of thefe matches, there 
either a bribed marker, fome gentleman that h; 
firft loft his eftate, and then his honour; or foir 
fcoundrel that never had eftatp nor honour, bi 
acquired the game by conftant attendance on tl 
cour s. There are many in town who live mere; 
upon the tenuis cpurt; and thpfe have fuch a pe 
fe<5t notion of a fet, and fo many intricate m 
(hods of turning their bets, that a perfon mufti 
tiaturallv accute, as we ; l a$ inured to the game t 
long experience, before he can be an adept in i 
Upon the whole, I can honeftly affure the com 
try gentleman, that if he chances to fall in amor 
them, they'll cheat him if they can ; if they cai 
not entice him to bet, they'll endeavour tp enti< 
him to fome other houfe or game, and 'tis odds 
he leaves them in the fame plight of pocket as 1 
found the**. 

BOWLING, 33 ^yell as tennis, was formerly 
game for-fe\y but gentlemen; but it is now becou 
too much a trade for cheats and {harpers. If tho 
who live by this game get a ftranger to engaj 
with them hand to hand, though the moll expe 
bowler, ihey'll devife fome mea. s to defraud hin 
Some will crofs the ground upon \uxsv% o\.Wc*>ti 
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liawl to hira juft upon the delivery of the bowl, 
or cunfom-i hi:ti with ;-.npertiuent advice, to 
make hirn forget Ins Ic.gt'.s Perh?ps one of the 
gang wiii ptetend to have idled on bis fide, and 
lo aaiuic him with giving him faife ground. If 
thefe tricks foil, and the itrdiiger appeals a mafter 
pf tie game, there is a perion leady to claim a 
right to the bowls then in hand : this sfibidsthem 
jui opportunity to put faife ones into h;s hand, 
either black-biaffed, pegged or leaded ; or tofofter 
pnfonae device, that will anfwer their purpofe in 
the end. But what I have urged concerning the 
gaiie§ of Tennis and Bowls, I mean not to dif~ 
uiade any perfon from the pra&icc of them, as 
they are both of them manly and innocent aaiufe*- 
roents of themfelves ; but to caution the unwary 
fronj the fnares of gamblers, who proftitule them 
to their fraudulent purpofes, by picking the poG- 
Jrets of tbe honeft, but unguarded countiy gen- 
tlemen. 

To avoid thefe, never vifit a Tennis Court or 
Bowhng Green, without ftrid enquiry into the 
pompany, who oHinarily frequent them ; and then 
it wou'i be beft to take a friend with you, who is 
accufwnei to the ways of the town. 

COCK FIGHTING, though an ancient cuftom, 
and pra&ifed dv the npuihty and gentry of this 
kingluiu, is a fc.nd*;!ou3 and barbarous diverfion % 
and rehe<Ste a difgi-ce on human nature; permit 
me, thtreroie, to denude my readers in general 
from even appearing in fuch fcenes of cruelty, 
whxh .re t^e.i pt.-ohied to moft notocicus villain- 
ies, and wuiCi are tit for the attendance of Gam- 
Vers a^ one. 
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HORSE- RACING may at firft view be fup- 

fofed within the compafc o£ the country-man's 
nowledge, but I apprehend I can di (cover many 
tricks in that diverfion, to which the greater part 
' are utt£.r ftrangers. j[t is pertain, thefe are all 
- frequented by a number of London Gamblers, 
who take the rout from one pourfe to another 
throughout the kingdom ; and have ftudied the 
various means of fraud in this branch of fport, as 
a tradefman does his art or profeifion c It is often 
iti thefe matches pre-concerted who is to be tfaft 
.winner, by which means thoufands are (taken in. 
Gamblers getting together, pretend to piake a 
great buttle, and to be very languine for this or 
the of her horfe, by which means byr(tepdej? ape 
often induced to bet and lofe their money, as they 
know the winner before they come into the course. 
Sometimes at a fair match, when judgment cao 
only decide the wagers, one of the clan haying 
made a bet, another flaps up, and the money fcy 
confettf of parties is depofited in his hands. if 
the match goes in favour of the fair fportfman, 
jaway pikes the kiddy with the money. The ftran- 
^er ftares, the gambler fwears, but all to no pur- 
pofe ; the former mull put up with the lofs, and 
the latter flinks off with a hypocritical concern for 
being acceflary to the money's being depofited in 
the hands of a rogue ; having taken down the re- 
sidence of the deluded man, and prom i fed, on 
jdete&ion of the bilk, to give him immediate no- 
tice. To infure yourfejf from this kind of cheat, 
it is beft not make any kind of bets; or only tri- 
iing ones with thofe of your acquaintance. 

BILLIARDS is a genteel ingenious game, and 
requires much dexterity and ptaft\ct\ Vwx V\\£ 
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rthers is perverted with gamblers. 1 venture t# 
iffirm, there ar* more idle fellows live by thi* 
kind of diverfion in London, than by any other, 
arid the reafon is evident; becaufe it is moreprao 
tifed. Thefe by hovering over tables from morn- 
ing to night, acquire in time a tolerable proficien- 
cy in the game ; as well as a knowledge of the 
various fiauds pra&ifed in ft. When a ftranger 
enters the room, they all, to ufe their own phnde, 
Aagbim, and can foon, if he fpeaks concerning 
the fubjelt, difcern if he is a pigeon. By a pigeon* 
I mean a perfon, who is either a novice at the 
game, or an obftinate conceited fool, who will 
play with a fuperior to gratify his own vanity. If 
they cannot by propofing great odds get the no- 
vice to play, they will draw him on to bet, and 
as at Tennis, let him win three or four times, till 
at length the tables turn upon, him, and he is de- 
cently fleeced of his calh. The obftinate, vain 
man, generally ferves their turn better than even 
the novice. He thinks, becaufe he has been 
deemed all adept, at a table re fort ed to by gentle- 
men and tradefmen for their diverfion only, he i* 
a match for any player, and therefore to fpread 
liis feme, vifits different table?. But fuch a one 
cannot but be a dupe to his own vanity, and at 
pigeon to the Gambler ; becaufe the kill of the 
former is only the refult of playing occasionally 
for his amufement, while that of the latter is the 
cffe<5t of daily practice and (ludy as his fole liveli- 
hood* The country gentleman, when in town, 
may avoid the fnares of Gamblers at the game of 
Billiards, by declining all bets* to4*U V*S ^'^ 
tauyqmu 



6A&UN6 HOUSES; Befide* the various fpor 
Ardftituted to the fraudulent purpofes oi th;si 
famous clan, there are hoiifes m th.s town : 
apart for that vile ufe. Tbcfe are rt-cepitdes 1 
all forts of gameftfers, aud very incoii\ extent ni 
feriestd train up \oungflers, and qualify ti .cm 
play away their eitates when t*:ey cume into th< 
hands. . The adepts at thefe houfes pietend 
proceed id mat heinat teal m es, and M'C dodrii 
of proportion: and that all ths'igi are therefo 
Carried fairly and fqr.arely amor.gft them ; b 
but many of therri hare ueen detected iti tt-e v. 
eft frauds; Hazard is their chier game ; and tin 
have (if gamblers) a fort oF Fal'e dice; that a 
cut and damped To exadtiy like the true, and wit 
al marked with the fame mark, that it is impol 
ble for fttangers, that do not fufpeft the cheat; 
difcover it. The bdrt-keeper has commonly 
readinefs, to put forth on a fign given. Whi 
they have got a ggintietrian, whom they defign 
rook in among them, while fome are iharping hi 
out of hi? money within, others are t^mperi 
with his fervants without, to find out his urcui 
{lances, and the place of his residence in ow 
If they find his effe&s will infure them, and tk 
he is a perfon,. who may be ventured on, as fo< 
as they perceive he has loll his ftock, one of t 
gang calls him afide, and after telling him of 1 
genteel appearance, sind generous fpitit, to pi 
vent his being expofed, offers him five or t 
pieces. If he accepts of the favout, he tel.s hi 
tjie cuftom r in fu&i cafes, if to take nine for te 
and to allow him a call upon a good hand. Wh 
this is loft too (as if always is iti a tittle tim 
then they conclude he is vaMdu Tft« ^pastas 
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fcho has done him the favor to cheat of his moitey 
invites him- co the tavern, (under pretence of civility) 
and when they have decoyed him thither, the 

!>crfon that did him the extraordinary fervice to 
end him the ten pieces, is fcnt for. tic in the 
tncan time has made up a new purfe, and is ready 
to credit him with the other ten till next morning, 
ifheisdifpofed to try his luck. If he contents, 
that Hkewife is foon loft, and what re four ce has he 
then? his worthy friend has no more caih about 
him ; but declares it a^his opinion, that fince they 
have won the gentlertiari's ready money, tluy ought 
' to give him a cad or two upon honour. With 
touch feeming telu&ance, this is complied with. 
Thus begins the fatal cataftrophe; if they think 
be has too milch regard for his reputation, or too 
innch modefty to make ufe of the ftatutc for his 
defence, or is unwilling that the town lhould 
know he has been a bubble ; then they (lick him 
fo deqpj. that he mull cut off a limb of his eftate 
to delfw himfelf from their clutches. I have 
been particular in defining this fpecies of Gam- 
blers, as they are of all others mod injurious to 
fociety, both from their deceitful appearance and 
their views being dirc&ed to country gentlemen 
of property. ThU very relation cf their infamous 
proceedings we deem a fufficicnt caution to avoid 
them. 

SETTERS. 

'THESE are fervile, defpicable wretches, capable 

of every a&ion bafe and fordid, fuch as in- 

finuatioh, flarery, hypocrify, d\(&muWttofi, and 

whatever may contribute to that fo^vfaw* ym> 

Ppfcs. All the villainies and cbtax* Va \«xa* 

G 
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unite in their abjedt minds, and they (land evel 
ready to profecute advantageous mifchief. Theii 
common employ is to watch the motions of young 
heirs, to draw and trepan them into mean and 
unequal matches, and impofe upon them jilts and 
whor,es for women of chara&er and fortune. This 
they praftice with fuch art and dexterity, that it ii 
almoit irripcffible, if you once fall into their manage- 
ment, to.tfcape from it, without being tolalb 
ruined. Thofe who unfortunately attend to thei 
guileful infiouations often fully their honour b 
marrying a harlot ; and render themfelves the by 
word and laughing flock of their acquaintance 
and the ignominy is brought on them through tb 
means of a new affociate, under the bypocritica 
pretence of Angular honefty and fincerity. If the! 
fetters cannot palm a wife upon you, they wi 
endeavour to draw you into Jham projefls .an 
chimeras. If you embark in any of their fcheroes 
you are fure to be entangled ; and not only loi 
all the ready money you part with, but arc in gres 
hazard of being drawn into future bonds, an 
confequeotly ruined at lalh The whole life of 
Setter,is, in a few words, a continued fcene of cte 
liberate villainy \ his bufinefc confifts in betrayin 
and trepanning, his fuftenance depends upo 
fraud, and he may.be deemed a fnake in the graft. 
HANGERS ON or SPUNGERS- 
rHESE are a kind of fottifh indolent wretche 
and though not fo mifchievious as the forme 
are as trcfubleforae and impertinent, and inde< 
more qffenfive to a man of fenfe than either ^ 
then?. They recommend themfetow \o (vi^xftci 
per Cons, by a pretence to a uftt Sot Yvxstwk

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By virtue of thefe qualifications, they think them* 
felves companions for the bed gentlemen in the 
kingdom, and will be fure, upon the fmalleft in- 
vitation?, to croud tbemfelvc8 upon them, if they 
meet with encouragement ; and it is much if by 
degrees they grow not familiar, after that impudent, 
and at laft intolerable. A Spunger's whole (lock 
of entertainment, is generally, a bawdy fong or 
two, a few drunken healths, and half a dozen 
dull puns; with thefe he will be perpetually grating 
your ears till be has tired your patience, and you 
are obliged to rid yourfelf from him by very rough 
treatment. The town fwarms with thefe drones ; 
and a country gentleman can hardly fet his foot 
into it, but he his furroundtd by them. How 
unreasonable, I may add, how infamous it is, to 
pick up fuch loofe and profit I cfs perfons and make 
them companions. I have often beheld with fur- 
prize feveral of them (talking before a country 
gentleman, and crowding themftlves into all com- 
pany and bufinefs with him, fucking and fpunging 
upon him, and, in a literal fenfe, eating him up 
alive. Thefe you may know by the defer i prion 
given of them, and if you retain the lead inge- 
nuity of temper, you will doubtlefs treat them 
with the contempt they deferve. 

MONEY-DROPPE R S. 
^HE rendezvous of thefe petty cheats, is in the 
raoft popular parts of the town, fuch as Moor- 
falds, Covent-garden, and other public places be- 
tween Weftminfter-Hall and Temple-Bar, especially 
?he two former ; and it is fome odds if a country- 
man paffes through either of them but he is attack- 
S d ky a parry. The manner of vYv\* Oreax \% •» 
9tyw§? T° !??ake a compUtt fa., v\k«* toq&\* 
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three of them : one to perfoliate a mercha 
other a country gentleman, and the third a 
man. When they hit off the cully, one 
gang marches dire&ly before him, and s 
follows clofe behind, till they come tp a con 
place, where the mouth, as they term hirr 
needs obferve. The fpark that is in the fro 
drops the guinea: " faith (fays he, turning 
44 ftranger) I have found a piqee of monc 
u I think it is a guinea." Then if he th; 
the rear perceives he is infallible of the ch. 
he fteps and claims halves. After a ljtt 
fquabble between the two cheats, fays tt 
" If any has 9 right to foack, it is this ger 
" who (aw me take it up : but to prevent d 
4C we'll all go to the tavern aud fpend tl 
c < money, and then divide the remainder • 
cc amongft ns." The third (till continue 
diftance to obferve the fuccefs of their n 
ment, and in what tavern they houfe him, 
is generally one to which they are accu( 
when he is fixr, then in he comes in a 
hurry and pretended confufion for the lo: 
bill, which he fays, he fuppofes he dropp 
Wow, in the very room where they are dr 
To give cpfpur to the fraud, one of the tv 
veys a &$ffc; bill under the table, which 
mediately takes up, and as a tcftimony of t 
calls for his pint. 

After they begin to grow a little warm, u 
one of them, and pretends to have difco\ 
pack of cards, which he has before placed i 
convenient part of the room for his pi 
u Ha! v fays he) here's a pack of cards; 
Ml/hew yoa one of the faameft. vt\0» 
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t * was taught by a Frenchman a fe* dayg ago.'* 
* Then to pofiefs thtir cully of their ianocrnce, 
they (hew feveral of their ordinary tricks upoq 
the cards. At lad, he that is oioft dexterous, 
iUrts the grand trick : on which wagers enfue, and 
the mouth is generally taken in. If tins does not 
pais noon him, rhey try him with falfe dice, rug 
and x leather, or twenty other proje&s, which 
they N*ve ready on fuch occafion*. In (hort, 
; rather than fail they will knock him down, rifle 
i him, or pick his pocket. If ycu obferve the 
ti i manner in which this cheat is defcribed, you need 
i no caution againft it. 
J PICKPOCKETS. 

THESE rabble of cheats are fuch as from their 
youth have been trained up to the bafe art, 
vhich confifts of a kind of flight in picking you? 
property from you imperceptibly. Their chief 
rrfort is Black-boy-alley, the ruinous buildings 
about Chick-lane, and fuch. like places. They 
attend on public occafions ; fuch as public days, 
f proceflions, extraordinary fights, &c. They 
generally go in clans of a man, a woman and 
fbildren, each of whom have their refpe&ive de- 
partments. In croqds they cffedl a great defire of 
Puffing, and the ufual method is for the man to 
jpftle the perfon pointed out as the mark, while a 
toy or girl does the bufinefs, and conveys th^ 
plunder to a woman, and then make off frequently 
under a coach or two if there are any hand. They 
alfo frequent pliers of public worfhip, that are 
generally crowded through f'afhion,or the popularity 
of a preacher, from which they frequently carry 
off a good booty ; and indeed embt*.ce. wct^ 
Ppportuaity, when there is likely tobs, ^c&ttta^>\*> 
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pf people. Thefe are the mod difficult of a 
pheats to guard againit in London, becaufe tke 
are more in number, and often in purfuit of prej 
The mofl effe&ual method I can prescribe, is! 
avoid all crowd?, which are frequently raifed b 
thefe means, and if you go to plapes of publi 
retort, leave every thing valuable behir^i yoc 
and always be upon your guard. tadies ii 
particular fliould be careful of their watcms*ani 
tweezers, as thefe are eafjly cut from their fides. 

QUACKS. ' 
'T'HESE ar.e arrogant mifcreants, thajt ro|> fhou 
fands, not only of their money but thei 
health. They pretend to a knowledge ip phyfi 
and furgery, op the meer foundation, perhaps, f 
having done menial offices of gentlemen of th 
faculty ; or perhaps a few receipts from fpme c 
. their own fraternity. They have nothing to re 
commend them to a confumate effrontery, and m 
other means of palming their peftiferous pom 
pounds upon the unwary, than puff, groundlel 
aflurances, and lnfolent detra<ftion. They hav 
alfo a convenient back door, and private room, ' 
regular furgebn and phyfician to attend, and 
thoufand fuch like allurements, to entice you t 
the ruin of yppr ponftitution, 

Coilntry people are more efpecially liable to b 
caught in their fnares, from want of acquaintanc 
in town, and if their cafe is venereal, thro' (ham 
of diviilging it to thofe with whom they refide 
to caution you againft thefe murderers of the con 
ftltution, I lhall lay before you their geners 
method of treating the unhappy patient in vener$< 
cafes particularly. 
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When the infe&ed perfon applies, they judge 
bf his circumftances generally by his appearance, 
knd take care to make him come down before they 
proceed to bufinefs* After examination, if they 
•find him a novice, they endeavour to intimidate 
him, by reprefenting the ftate of his cafe to be 
much worfe than it really is, but yet, to extort 
inoney, promife, notwithstanding the malignant 
Uature of it, afpeedy and efle&ual cure. Having 
given him fome of tneir compounds with direSoni 
concerning the application of them, they appoint 
in interview at a certain time and difmifs him, 
He mull then produce another prefent, and is 
difmiffed as before. Their common method is to 
dally with you as long as poflible, and then either 
decieve you with a patched up cure, or more dread- 
ful fymptoms than appeared on your firft applicati- 
• on; but the former is the moll common cafe, of 
. which there are daily inftances in this town. To 
i avoid all connexion with thefe worft of deceiveis, 
( apply on all occafions to perfons of eilabliihed 
■ fepute from a regular education, and tair chara&er. 

TRAPPERS. 
THESE carry on their vile purpofes by the aflift- 
ance of a pregnant whore, and the help of 
fome letters and papers, they pick out of your 
pockets, which give them an inlet into your affairs. 
Iftbey once aTe fo fortunate to get a big-bellied 
^horeinto their confederacy, they carry her about 
in a kind of triumph among all their cullies and 
fiovices; €veTy one forfooth, under the notion of 
being the true father, mull fubferibe an individual 
toainttnancc for the (trumpet and iWi cVvVV c* ^ 
**mnt mutt be got immediately, *t\& x\\fc <Sw*» 
' dc pariOx calied in to theix affiftMU* ^ *w* 
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ybd to it. If yoii contcft the cafe with thetri, tl 
jade is ready to fvvear it Upon you, and all is fettl 
e«J. If they get your papets and letters, thefe a 
the credentials for them to commence theit villaii 
ies; in fuch cafes they pretend that the harlot wl 
rifled you, Was an honeft woman, and a perfon « 
credit, and you mud either make fatisfa&on* an 
compound the bufinefs, or they will expofe yc 
firft, and bring their a&ion againftyou afterward 
In fuch iircumftances a man is at a lofs how to zt 
If he compounds, he lays himfelf open to the 
mercy, and renders himfelf a bubble and a proper! 
for the future. If you conteft it with them, yc 
injure your credit, as they will mifreprefent yoi 
and abufe you in all companies and upon all occal 
Ons; fo that this abominable unhappy conneflio 
terminates but with your deftru&ion, To efcap 
this embarraffment, you rtiuft cautioufly avoi 
petty brothels, and houfes frequented by the low 
clafs of whoTes, bullies, fetters, &c* and (hurt a 
converfe with fuch kind of men.

TPHESE are lewd bluftering fellows, who havifl 

rendered themfelves unfit, by a complicate

TN this cheat there are always two or three 
pert concerned ? and it is generally pra&if 
nig lit. One gpe* on< one ffie of tneffreet 
other ojr ttos other ; and if they meet a cfcu 
man with a portmanteau, box, or bundle, th 
low him until htt refts it. One of them then 
up to him, and fays, Till give you a fhilli 
tarry this latter to that houfe, becaufe X d< 
care to go myfelfy but do not $ay% mtt\e.

DUFFERS- 
THESE fons of rapine generally ply in public 
places, and their ufual method of prpceedr 
ing is as follows: When they fee a novice or coun- 
tfynjan pafl^ng, they Ijiecfeon to hin$t, agd, if he 
Milieus, inform hinj, that they have various foreign 
commodity to difpofe of at lefs than half price, 
tot as they are jrun., prlyacy is requifite, and they 
ffluft therefore beg the favour of Jiiay to ftcp with 
him to a plafe convenient for jhe purpofe f If the 
cheat fuccee4s tfyus far, the flraqger is co\\dx\&ftA. 
through fome /aue, alley, or bye-^ttXi, to •»& ^^. 
'-m feme? provided fox khcif delig^. \^\m\\^ 
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if entered, and the Duffer begins to bring 
commodities, incomes an accomplice, as pi 
ed on the fame errand, and to carry on tb 
fion, cheapens and pretends to purchafe d; 
articles. Their cargo chiefly confifts of ha 
chiefi; filk artd cotton {lockings, remnants 
filk, fee," which being ftolen, picked up i 
fair, or elfe bad of the kind, and therefore 
At t phe&p rate, they impofe frequently 
novice as foreign, and thereby extort fro 
treble the value. If fufpedling the cheat 
tardy, and by his behaviour indicates an 
tingtiefs to deal, they begin to bounce 3n< 
to wonder at his impudence in bringing 
thus far to the lofs of their time, and pef 
good cuftomer, for nothing. If this prevail 
threaten, which generally forces the intin 
ftranger to deal for fomething ; if he fei 
change, he feldom fees His money again! 
they always lead him to intricate holes and 
tan feldom get him redrefs, In fliort, if the 
trepan an ignorant peffon into their clutchc 
rare if he cfcapes without much cbftor vile 
Thefe, being defcribed, will be fhunn 
turning a deaf ear to their felicitations. 
MOCK-AUCTIONS, 
RUCTIONS, or Yelling 1 goods of any ki 
-■ ' advance to the higheft bidder, are in g 
dehifive, and feldom ahfwef the end of th 
chafer, as he frequently obtain* his commi 
at an exorbitant rate. ■■•*.. 

The credulity, vanity, and ambition of 

kind pTomted their inftitution^ to fubfet\ 

purpofes of thofe Who .make 2l tiide <A vV 

of others. If .the bfcft are fe\dom fee* ft 
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vice*, what muft we fay of thofe we are about to 
plefcnbe? a more palpable delufion prevails not ii> 
London, that feat of fraud. I term them Mock- 
Au&ions, becaufe they are deceits throughout, 
their advertifem.ents fet forth the lale of perfon* 
that never exifted, and owners that never poffeff- 
iod fnch property.. Thefe aiuflioneers . are geoe- 
Tally fellows who have forfworn honour and xno- 
flefty; fc and being reduced to a crifis of fortune, 
devife thiabafe expedient for a living. 

Having taken a petty fhop, they bring together 
■ tbeir flock of goods, which, for the inpft pait are; 
faulty : they then employ three or four infamous 
puffers of each fex. Thefe puffers are luch a& 
Ifacy find neceflary to promote trade on two ac- 
counts, both affe&ing to purchafe, and thereby 
Simulating ftrangers to bid, and alfo by advanc- 
ing, prevent many commododities from going off 
under a certain ftipulated fum. 

Preparations thus made, up mounts Mr. Ora- 
tor, and the cheat begins by putting up part of 
his ftock. 

He harangues, perhaps, on the excellency of a 
dver watch made by an 'eminent hand, and putt 
[P at the fmall rate of on'y two pounds ten {nil-^ 

To carry on the device, and attract tfie notice 
f paffengers, the watch is handed 'round the com* 
^ny, *tho* confiding of puffers alone ; one bids, 
pother advances ; and the bufinefs is carried on 
ith gi eat Spirit. . 

When the buftle has brought in a few UrangerF, ; 
^d they find a novice difpofed to hie > \.\\e,^ wx- 
ou/ly avoid dallying wheu a. rooutb \» W» iQ&fc 
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In like manner they proceed in ether refpecfU, 
and as their commodities are ever d.efe&ive in foflae 
point or other, and they employ the meaneft hirer 
Kngs to delude the ignorant to bid their, utmoft 
▼iluc, and often much more, they cannot fail of 
deceiving all, who, through inexperience, are al- 
hired to become purchasers at fo fraudulent 9 
market. 

Many novices and countryman have thought 
they have bought bargainsof thi* rabble; but time 
« footi convinced them of a palpably delufion. 
IF mjr country friends, in the courfe of a vifit to 
London, are difpofed to pijrchafe any commodir 
tits it affords; I would advife jthjem to repair to 
tbe fair tradefman, who fcomste to avail himfelf 
c{ their inexperience, and will treat them on thp 
fame terms as the mod fkilful in the articles for 
which they deal; they will (hun fraud, and enjoy 
a future fatisfa&ion, in having expended JL.hfi* 
fljoney on a valuable acquifition, 

WHORES and JILTS, 
CO njany are the inftances of mifery, confequet* 
qn affociating with abandoned "women, th^ 
few in the kingdom are ignorant that fuch depra^j 
y.ty is incident to human nature, and produdjtiv^ 
of fuch fatal effects; It may thence, perhap?, b^ 
ffeemjed needlcfs to divert your attention frortif 
iftore important fubjedls by enlarging on this** 
But when we reflecJt that notwithftaMding the ge^ 
neral warning, fuch is the impetuofity of youth- 
ful paffion, and fuch the chicanries of the vici- 
ous, that not only the inexperienced countrymen* 
but many who have long refided «i twtv, iaSfcf 
bliviaims to the fame; this fvibjeft oi *\\<*lVi*y 
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dtrims particular regard, and deferve the mtffll 
ibinute and elaborate difcuflion. 

To treat of thefe with perfpicuity, it will be 
qecefiary to range them into divers clafles, m 
doing which I lhall invert the common method, 
and begin with the Hackney-Strumpet, and then 
proceed gradually to the whore of fa ill ion, refer- 
ring at the fame time, particularly to thole who 
come under the denomination of jilts. 

By the Hackney Strumpet, I mean the loweft 
clafs of whores, who having been always accus- 
tomed to low Jife, or cife through extravagance* 
the defertion of former charms, or other incidents, 
feduced to penury, and therefore ply in the conv- 
mon ftrects, and endeavour to haul men by force 
totheirdifguftful embraces. ' 

Thefe are a miferable compotsnd of whatever 
can naufeate and pall, loft to every fcnfc of (haire* 
and, for the fake of bread, devoted to every fiagi» 
tious purpofe, that heaued luft can poffibly incite. 

As their neceflky compels them to profiitutr 
their c^rcafes for the fmalleft confide i a tion, and t* 
the very reptiles of the earth ; tbey are fcarcely 
ever free from a compilation of all the loathfome 
difeafes incident to human nature, and are, in 6ne, 
a mafs hideous even in the conception, and rather 
afntidotes than incentives to venery. 

The next eiafe arc! thofe who live in petty bro- 
thels, and itxfeil particularly the Strand, Fleet* 
ftrejet, LvKlgate-hil!,*kc. Tnefe arc little better 
than the fontocr, and differ chiefly in drefs, be- 
ing arrayed in the paltry habit of the infamous 
bawd, whofe fiaves they are* and by whom they 
are generally attended, left, as the^ twnk\X n \fca?^ 
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fhouhl pipe off with the dudds, or carry the till 
ly, from their Ihop of iniquity. 

As the former, they,* for the benefit of atf in 
famous hod or lioAtfs, fubtffit to all that tan dif 
grace their fex; or (hock a modeft ear; as well a: 
poifon their health by gorging therfifelves witli 
pefliferoui liquors. t . 

When they allure a perfon to their baneful resi- 
dence, they endeavour, by plying him with the 
very dregs of drink, to deprive him of reafon, in 
order to perpetrate their fraudulent defigns. 

This done, he is wrought from one degree <rf 
paflion to another, till he becomes a paffivedupe? 
to his doxy* *rho takes care to avail herfelf of the' 
opportunity, by making as* profitable a cully of 
him as poffible. 

Thus he lofes his money, injures his health by 
drinking the mod pernicious liquors, and niajf 
think hiinfelf lucky, if he efcapes naufeous difr 
tempers. 

The next clafs we (hall mention are thofe fah6 
Tefide, as they term it* in private lodgings, but 
in reality, only a genteeler fort of bawdy-houfea 
Among thofe we include thofe bagnio ladies, whe 
aJfo wear the bawd's apparel: but as the bawds 
are of fuperior rank to the former, fo aue the 
whores in point of appearance and company. 

Thefe rank of doxies frequent the park, the 
play, jelly houfes, W — th — by's, &c. all of which 
we Shall fpeak hereafter. They are moftly in- 
debted for their tawdry habit to a woman who fur- 
nidi ladies with fuits according to their value, at 
to much per fuit per day, alfo with occafional 
Watches and trinkets. 
Thefe are devoured by landlord** terwDto* «t 
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favourite fellows, who hating induftry, and loft to 
mH fenfe of honour, meanly live upon the contri- 
bution of unfortunate women. 

la realny, they are as miferable as the former f 
and obliged often to fubmit to as odious means of 
procuring money. 

tf nhey can feduee a ftraoger, they insinuate to 
him their fuperiority to the common clafs of wo- 
men of the town, the expence of their lodging, 
fend genteel appearance, and thence, infer their 
title to a much more con fide r able gratuity for a 
favour done him. 

If you affociate with thefe through ^be alure- 
aient of a filk gown, you will be more liable to 
expences, and equally to difeafes with the former. 
The whore of fafliion is generally the rehii'e of 
* man of rank or fortune, who being left in toler- 
able plight as to the cloaths and money, fuppofts 
an appearance of grandeur, refides in a gay part 
of the town, and referves herfelf, for thofc alone 
Who are capable of amply retaliating her favours* 

She has generally a train of followers, is a 
mighty toalt amongft the red coat gentry, her cort* 
vewc is therefore claimed, as an inftance of taftc 
ind good breeding. 

Her foarcs are more bewithkig than any of the 
fanner, as her embraces are certainly more eligi- 
ble, and confequently create a ftrong defire of 
epeating them. 

As the fmalfeft of her favours is not difpenfed 
without a confiderable acknowledgment, to keep 
>p her acquaintance, in a fhort courfe of which, 
b many incidental expence* will occur, as require 
n ample fortune

a clofet. When the mailer of the houfe had aj> 
peafed his hunger, he defired to be informed, bf 
what means all .this provifion was brought into thf 
clofet, as he heard no noife. Sir> fays the con* 
juror, 'twas done by a familiar that I h^ve cohv 
niaftd of, and you mall fee him if yea* pieafe. By 
all means, fays the other, that I may thank him, 
for I would, according to the old proverb, Givf 
the Devil his due; upon which the ftr anger r^ncw«4 
bis invocation, thus Mepborbus ! that kutkeft here, 
put on human Qiape, appear viiible to our eyev 
and come forth in the Hkenefs of a fine welt drck

Upon this the young gallant came forth, and tt$

Thus the pretended conjuror cams ctf wkU 
applaufe on all fides. Th^ matter of the bottfp 
sws obliged to him for procuring an elegant repa$ 
M a time he wanted it ; the lady for getting rid qf 
&er gallant, and the gallant for fuch a favourable 
^opportunity of efcapipg from her bulband. 

Whether this relation be true or fabuloui, it is 
*« well authenticated, as the prefect faculty, to 
tfbfch our modern fortune-tellers pretend, n0fe» 
Sftkhftanding, through the credulity and folly of 
mankind, fych infamous cheats are prote&cd a&4 
encouraged. 

As a further detection of tktfe nlc \wp&t**» 
I AaJl cite a particular inftaace, ^tst^x^bw *** 
trdjtjr appears mott glajftig, 
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There now lives in this town a famous wife 
man, who is a great pretender to the art of for- 
tune telling, and has acquired fuch reputation : 
ttnong the lower clafs of people, that he has for- 
ty or fifty fools to attend htiti every morning; 
fome women to know when they (hall be married; 
fume married women, whofe hufbahds are at fea; 
or in foreign plantations, to know if he can give 
them any tidings concerning their fbte and circus 
{lances ; fome perfons to know whether they (hall 
be profperous in their marriage, voyage, or bufl- 
nefs in hand, and others about ftolen goods 2nd. 
the tike. An ingenious married lady having heard 
much of Mr. Telltruth's name, refolved to be de- 
termined whether his pretecfions were well founds 
ed, or his followers were fools* She accordingly 
applied to the oracle, and on her approach to the 
chair of infallibility, told him, in a fubroifflve 
manner, that (he dt fired to be informed When pro- 
vidence would blefs her with a hufband: Having 
examined her phyfiognomy, the ptophet told hef, 
the man was yet unknown to her, who* would cer« 
tainl? marry her within a ftw weeks, by whom (Ik 
fliould have three children, then bury him an^ 
Jnarry a fecond time foon after, very much to he 
advantage and fatisfa&ion, and fhould live happ; 
with him to a great age. 

The lady then remonftrating with the impofto 
on his fallacy, and declaring that (he had had 
huftand nine years, he defired to fee. her han 
once more ; upon a review of which he cried, 
was miftaken, for I now find thou haft a hufbanc 
but he is ftich a very fmall one, that I can wit 
much difficulty difcem his ftgn\fv»uoxi\t\ vY^j ^\ss 
Happening to gutfs tigbt \u iVna ^tiasxfcw^ 
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Jady butft intd laughter, and being well plcafed 
with the cunning of the cheat, went away con- 
firmed in her opinion,, that there was" nothing in 
his pretended fkill, but mere guefs and fubtlety. 

A country gentleman, ftrangely infatuated with 
an opinion of aftrology* had recourfe to this fa- 
mous planet juggler, and refolvcd to venture fome 
money in the lottery, gave him a guinea to ailign 
frim a lucky hour for that purpofe. 

After the impoftor had jumbled together a par- 
cel of figures to amaze th-_ quereft, he fixed on a 
certain time, wherein he fhould be foftuhatc. 
f fhe gentleman; purfuant to the ftar-groper*s di- 
rections, bought a ticket, which coming up an 
hundred poiinds, he prefented the old fox with 
ten guineas^ and defired he would mention another 
daysh which again be might be fortunate. 
' ' The bait was greedily fwallowed, and the day 
fixed, on which the gentleman purcbafed ten tfek- 
ets, but to his mortification, they all caftie up 
flank's* arid his only recoujfe was, to go back and 
curfe the philofopher, and his mifguiding ftars. 
'There lived a few years ago in the. county of

Come, feys the do&or, walk into mypar- 
lour, and I will givje you fatisfa&ion, Tljie but- 
cher followed, and happened to have a dog with < 
him, which crept qnobferve4 under one of the 
chairs; the fervant, according to cuftom, ha4 
drefled himfelf up in a bull's hide, waiting for h» 
fummons to appear. Thisgiveq he made hie ap 
pearance, and the dog being of 'the tru^e breed, j 
frized the doctor's afliftant, an<jl ipade him r,oar out 
like the beaft he reprefented. The conjuror in a 
great paflion, cried out, take off your dog, you 
rogue, taka off your dog. The butcher having 
difcovered the cheat, replied, Not I, by n?y troth, 
dodor, I know he's as good as ever jun, let them 
fight fair, do<&or, if .you'll venture your devil, I'H 
venture my dog. The do&or at length was glad 
to pay the man for his Cheep, to prevent a further 
difcovery of his notorious frauds. 

In Ihort, a train of mifadventures have attend- 
ed this diabolical cheat v and ipany live to ;rue thcijr 
credulous regard to it, 

I would therefore particularly admonifli my 
country friends, to contemn fuch arrogant pr£ r 
tenders to an attribute of the deity ; to banifh all 
idle and groundlefs fuggeftions, and profecuting 
the paths of honour and virtue^ leave other con- 
cerns to aa unerring providence. 

PRETENDED-FRIENDS. 
TiEFQRE I lay gpen to my country readers the 

fraud which often lies hid, \a fei^Y^^ 
Gom to frieadQxip, it wiU be nece&rt xo fefcrifo* 
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vM general properties of a knave or felfe friend* 
iat they may be upon their guard, and avoidtheif 
uileful infinuations; 

Though fome are of opinion that a knave may 
ie known by his looks, and that the countenance 
* an index to the mind ; thqre are hypocrites, who 
tave art enough to ilianage their very faces, fo as 
o indicate the ftri<fteft honefty, or profound flu- 
idity, A knave I would diftinguilh from a falfe 
tiend, by observing, that thofe he wrongs are not 
uch as he pcofefles a friendship for m r but he prac- 
ifes upon all whom chance throws in his way; 
rtiereas a treacherous friend, after the moft folemn . 
irot citations, and ftrongeft obligations, breaks ~ 
Lrough every bond, and evidently difcoven a- 
irant of confidence, honour, and common honefty; 
He as much exceeds a knave in the attrocioufnefo 
bf bis conducft, as perjury and treachery are more 
mjnrioas than a common cheat, Meei pretentions 
to friendship are a combination of fraud and deceit 
rf every kind, as well as the produce of the mean- 
eft cowardice ; foT t as by their difguife they obvi- 
ate the fufpicion of the open-hearted generou* 
iftan, they frequently ftab him in the dark, with 
JcTpaft to charatfer or property. 

In (hort, in point of ftricft morality, they difle? 
aut-from the murderer, for though they evade the 
tetter t>f the law, they are guilty of violating every 
facredtie, that can connedl the intereft of man- 
kind, or promote focial happinefs. 

Various are the methods which thefe pretenders 
Jrarfce to infiouate therafelves with the ignorant^ 
*f the gfencsotrs. 
' They hstve generally a confumm*le fc$T*mVw$ % 
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Variety of looks to fubferve different purpoi 
They often feign an exceflive regard £>r the 
tereil of another, who no foonfcr follows their < 
re&ion, than fatal experience convinces hira 
his own credulity, and the perfidy Of a pretend 
friend. ' %■

i V^flGE like falhion is for ever fluctuating in il 

modes, a ftale villainy becomes obfolete, ah( 

is fuppHed by fome enormity of a more uioderi 

date ; it is therefore neceffaTy for the informatioi 

of the public, and to caution the unwary, to trao 

it through iis varieties, aYid expofe every attroci 

ous invention in its proper colours, as its beinj 

new may make it fuccefsful, its being expofed ma; 

prevent the mifchief. 

Swindling and the Mace are the neweft mothod 

of deceiving, and defrauding the incautious, an 

in their various forms the moft reigning mode £ 

modern knavery : to pra&ife t^ete *\V* \v \\ we.ee 

fary to create the (ham appe*iauce> cA Vat^vqS£ 
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f fubftance, in order to become mailers of the 
&ual property of the negligent, ignorant, orun- 
ufcry tradefman. 

There are ufually a number of Swindlers con- 
nected together; they hire a genteel houfe; one 
appears as mailer, others as clerks ; and fome as 
menial fervants. They order all kinds of goods, 
gaining credit from their apparent opulence, and 
tfs foon as they are delivered, fell them for ready 
money at perhaps 50 per cent, under prime coft, 
to fome tradefmen who are mean enough to en- 
courage fuch wretches. An old provefb fays, with- 
ma a receiver- there could be no thief* And without 
fuch tradefmen there could be no fwindler. How- 
ever amortg the Jews there is always a certain re- 
ceptable for the fpoils obtained by every kind dF 
villainy. . *. ■ 

: In the country they make ufe of forged bankers 
checks, properly filled, and apparantly good ; atid 
in town they ufually offer payment in promi^Tary 
notes, indorfed on the back with feveral names, 
which make them appear extremely refpecftable, 
U)4 by fuch impofitions, not only obtain goods, 
but even ready money in exchange* 
'"' Biifthe moft artful deception of the fwindlers, 
and ifrhat the public ought to be more particular- 
ly cautioned agpinft, is what is called going upon 
the mace s that is, anfwering advertisements in* 
ferted in the public papers by tradefmen, who up- 
on fome particular emergency have an immediate 
occafion to borrow money. The fwindlers trace 
out an object of this kind, appear as gentlemen, 
fecm to be poffefled of many valuable papers, pre- 
pretend great humanity, and promife to raife the 

H 
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money diredlly, provided the tradefman wii 
his note of hand payable in a prescribed i 
the neceffitous and deluded peifon immed 
complies and gives his note very readily; o 
the fwindlers takes it and affures him tliat h 
be back within an hours time with the fum i 
fite. The tradefman waits impatiently, but n< 
fees nor bears him again, nor indeed of his 
till it becomes due, for the f windier repairs 
it in triumph to his companions. Now theft 
tiles who exift upon the ruin of families, 
commit the mod attrocious villainies, prete 
be coufcientioufly fcrupulous with refge& tc 
jury, and therefore in order to avoid this c 
which is their -only bugbear, one of the fratei 
in the fight of two others, as witmfies, fell 
goods, it matters not of what kind, to the fi 
ler who has the tradefman's note ; the good 
paid for with the note, and a trifle of chanj 
ven : as foon as the note is doe* the poor trade 
is arretted upon it ; if he give* bail, and trie 
4&ion, the perfon who arretted him fwears th 
gave value for the note, the two confederate! 
roborate his evidence, and the poor tradefn: 
caft and obliged to pay the debt with cofts of 
If trade h dead, jmd no fuit&ble advertife 
Appears, the fwindlers themfelv.es advertife, f 
times to borrow money, ^hen they contrrv

However, they may be eafily obferved by the eye 
of observation by over-a&ing their parts, for they 
always are in a great -hurry, appear to bC over-? 
whelmed with bufinefs, and make a great parade 
of feeming fubftantial perfons, frequently pulling 
out their pocket-books* as if accidentally, ana 
and difplay a great number of fiditrous bank notes; 
tbey often vary the fubje# of their difcourfe, an$ 
always keep their eyes fixed upon the eyes of the 
tradefman, or perfon they intend to impofe upon, 
$>aflH(k-Iike, to circumfcribe his attention, tha$ 
they may with the greater eafe decfcrve and deft-

LONDON has been juftly defcribed as a woi 
by itfelf, in which we m~y difcover mc 
hew countries, and furprifihgfingularities^ th;

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yrild beafts, whpye thoufands rangp about at a ven- 
ture, are. equally fovage, and mutually deftru&ive 
pne to another. 

It abounds with hurry and impertinents, fcram- 
blings and updenniniqgs, .villainies, cheats, and 
impoftprs. 

Survey it from the court fo the dunghill, yoli 
jvill fee moft of its inhabitants appear in maflcj 
even at noon day, affecting to bp pufy in the fer-» 
vice of fociety, but bafely fubfcrvipg thjeir own 
paffions, a? if deceit was virtup. ; 

Its Very pomp, the innumerably equipages, 
end fplendid retinue we fee in every cprnpr, af- 
ford but a melancholy token of an pniverfal po- 
verty, and the difmal profped of crouds of mife- 
pble people, either tortured with the agonies of 
jtheir own guilt and follies, groaning under the 
wants of the neceflaries of life, mad or infatuated 
\>y oppreffion, or defperate from ap urgent fenf<p 
pi irretrievable lofles fuftained in copfcience, re- 
putation, or poverty. 

In fhort, if one grand idea could contain? jijft 
jreprefentatjon pf Jthe motley tribe, which dzjily 
Exhibits in this fcene of a&ion, we could not eitr 
tertain it without confufion and aftoniflime:»t. 
Here are dil played a perfed draAa of human life ; 
and a juft portrait of human naiure, and a link- 
ing picture of men and things. 

The court is an epitome of this city, as well as 
the world, and abound? with glaring inftances x of 
the lawlefs fwav of pride, arnbitipn and avarice. 

Thje avenues leading to it are agreeab'e to the 
profpeft, and all erininate in the fame point, ho- 
nour and felf-intere'fl. 

At Brit view, the end ieems c&Sfc] ^ixKfcfcfc* 
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but experien.ee will prove, that before any c; 
rive at the d^fired gaol, inany by-paths m 
crofled, many intricate mazes explored, 
convi&ions of fright and wrong (tiffed, and 
arts invented and praAifed.. 

At Weftminfter-hall you may hjear hideout 
plaints for want .of money and bufinefs, 
'harangue to little purpofe, .effrontery and 
getting the better of modefty and good fenfe 
dignified rogues oppre/fing the helplefs buth 

Obferve the fticklefts for religion, and "yo 
find them inveterately bating, uncharitablj 
fining each other, and almoft every patt den 
jng anathemas on the reft. 

If we lead the conntrymajn from one U 
a&ion to another, it will excite aj ojice his i 
fity and furprize When he bpholds the r t ev 
robe of authority, he will be d.ifpofe<jl *P h< 
the wearer ; but, when he finds it to be a far 
for iniquity, it will incur hi* contempt. 

The Park is famous for being the rende 
of the gay and gallant, who affemble there 1 
and tp be feen, to cenfure and to be cenfi 
the ladies to (hew their finery and the fru 
jnuch pains taken at the tiolet, and beaux t 
. jbfe tbeir fopperies, obferve the .beauties, 
tjix on a toaft for the approaching evening. 1 
one here is curious in examiniftg thofe who 
and moll are malicious as well as cenforious. 

In thrs place of general concourfe people^ 
join in the company of thofe whom they e 
hat;e or deride, for company is not fought 
for the benefit --of. conversation, but joined t 
quire a degree of confidence, and e&\ho\dev> 
fons agzkiSt the common reftri&iom oi v\^ 
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They talk chiefly to be taken notice of by thoffe 
who pafs by them, for which reafon ihey raili 
■ their voices, that thofe who know them, may 
not meet without a bow en paffunt. Here ladies 
walk four or five miles in a morning with all the 
alacrity imaginable, who at home think it an in- 
fupportable fatigue to journey from one end of their 
chamber to another. You may obfdrve a beat; 
reconnoitering the Mall, as much divided in mind 
as a lady in a lace chamber, determining what 
company (lie Ihould join, and to avoid the fatal 
choice, ufe as much precaution as a prudent pa- 
rent would do in the difpofal of a daughter in 
marriage'. 

A plain Irijh lord {hall lead half a dozen laced 
jcoats up and down during his pleafure ; and ano- 
ther time be as much negleded as an honeft man ia 
diftrefs, upon a fight of a ribbon, though every 
ribbon bears attra&ion according to its colour. 

The Park is likewife a refort for ufurers, who 
p'y there in queft of young fpend- thrifts, with 
whom they deal in the cent, per cent, way, and 
«nany of whom they eafe of the third part ot their 
•ftatc by the time it comes into their poffeljion. 

Here aie alfo to be feen a number of tawdry 
miffes, who arc ambling up and down in qucft cf 
a cully, a dinner, and a crown ; as well as many 
iharpers, lying in wait for a fool of fortune, or an 
inexperienced countryman. In fhort, the Mall 
exhibits a motley fcene of vanity, folly, and kna- 
very; though it may afford recreation and im r 
provement to the ftranger of either fex, provided 
they are' fufficiently guarded againft its fnares and 
intrigues. 
I would a Jmpnifh the countxy £\i\\x>\>* w5^ 
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of fnquentiiig that or any other place of ptibl 
retort in this town, without proper company. 

The play-houfe under regulation, is a ptacel 
rational cnt£rta foment, .»nd pleating infiru&ioi 
much of which is oil through the fel-interefle 
compliance of the managers, w.th the vitiate 
tafte of the town ; "I call it vitiated, be< aufe p« 
pie in general delight either in the repieientatio 
of obfeenity, or nonfenGcal operas, farces, &< 
which tend to corrupt and enervate the minds ( 
the rifing generation; 

Here the indolent loll away their precious time 
L the critic comes to indulge his vanity, the fharpe 
to trepan, the courtezan to allure and decay, th 
bawd and procurefs to feduce, and beaux and belli 
to fee, be feen, and mutually captivate. 

In this epitome of the vorld, are four claffes 
the firft is compofed of perfons of quality, atn 
are feated in the boxes ; though fools and iropcr 
tineuts too often intrude amongft them. The fc 
cond clafs, whbfe province is the pit, confifts o 
citizens and their ladies, wits and critics, lharper 
and courtezans ; the third rank occupies the mid 
die gallery, and is compofed of mechanics, aw 
the middling degree of people ; the fourth and lal 
comprehend the refufe of the town, and is the ea 
of noife, impertinence, and confufion. 

There are nightly in the play-houfes, both i 
the pit and middle gallery, a number of jiltin 
whores, ready to feduce any perfon who has th 
leaft appearance of a ftranger. When fuch-a or 
irffeated, one of thefe ladies comes up to hii

and (land litt'e upon forms and ceremonies, 
aflc him after the play, to accompany him ti 
tavern, and drink to the health of an honefl 
tleman of bis country, whom he either kno^ 
* has heard of. If he can wheedle him thitbei 
. firft bufiners is to make him drunk, draw hiw 
gaming, and then rob him of his money- 
Various alfo are the traps laid for the i 
pe<5led fair in this enchanted place ; ' to 
which, I advife my country readers of both 
not to be immoderately ftmd of pleafmes 
never tb ufe them without confidering their d 
and the company of difcreet experienced fri 
London coflfee-houfes comprehend a vaft v; 
,:;* of chara&ers, and are frequented by good, 
'-'" idfe^ and infignificantperfons. 

Here you may find the man of bufipefe. 
philofopner, the critic, the beau, the {harpei 
the fpuhger ; fome tranfa&tng their cotnm 
concerns, fottie ruminating, fome difpl 
their logical talents, forge lolling between 
and (lumber, fome looking out ^ for their 
and fame, by their vacua! &c*% • V^vcaivc 
emotion atafk 
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Frequently the coffec-houfes in the different 
parts of the town, will afiord a ftranger a very 
good notion of the inhabitants in general, a8 well 
^a ftrikjng difplay of the different charafters in 
it; and if he is on his guard, will not prove in 
the leaft, detrimental to him. 

So various are the avocations of this town, ?nd 
fo d&ercnt the timet of attending them, that 
thtre are feme houfes of entertainment open all 
sight as wtti as day ; in order, according to tbeir 
l^ .original dciign, to accommodate tbofe, whole 
H calEngs oblige them to attend at the caclisft hours. 

But, as coftoms degenerate in time, (o thefe 
are likewtfc rendered fubfervicot to bafe purpofes 
and fraudulent defigns. 

Thefe houfes are moftly frequented by loofe 
diforderly fellows, who ply there in queft of per- 
f^iit cither intoxicated with liquor, or ignorant of 
the town, in order to trepan them by various 
artifice* into meafures, beneficial to the fed ace r, 
and deftru&ve to the (educed. Nothing is more 
common, than for perfons, after they have fuf- 
ftred themfelves to be detained beyond their ufual 
hour of departure, tp betake themfelves to one of 
thefe kind pf Houfes, where they will find a cum- 
ber of chairmen, coachmen, and others, the re- 
- fufe of mankind, together with fome of the fame 
plight as themfelves. It is extraordinary, if pre- 
tence is not found to quarrel, especially with one 
who feems to be a countryman, unlds you will 
comply with their exorbitant demands, either in 
gaming, drinking, or fpending your money la- 
vifhly on them ; in fuch cafes, the ftranger never 
(aib of being foiled j for if the cannot conquer 
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him by dint of manhood, they will; by cumber 
If you chance (as it is very probable) to fall aflcej 
you may<x?t&to awake without your hat, watpi 
money,- .&c. and it will be very difficult for.yo 
(o obtain indemnity for property loft in fo pcp'qji 
cous a cotapany.* . .;.». . ^ 

In mod of thepaffages and avenues leading t 
thefe night houfes, you wilLbc. assorted by <h 
mod miserable ot all whores, who are cither a 
eluded a lodging, through wantonnefs. or poverty 
if you comply not with their defire, they wjllri 
vile yoti ' f and if you refent their abate, it is roue 
if you $fcape the rigorou*. . discipline of fomc a 
tendant bullies ; whereas cotrfpliance will alroo 
certainly be attended with the molt pernicioi 
confequenccs. 

To avoid thefe dilafters, the ftranger {houl 
re^ul^rly and pun&qally comply with the forq 
anU hours of the hoqfe in which he refides, \yhc 
in town. 

Among the reft of the many diverfipns au 
amufements contrived by the ingenious and n 
ceflitous, to entertain the rich, the fortunate, at 
the foolilh; beijdes, plays, operas, pantomime 
cat's operas, puppet, {hews, &c. there has be< 
praftifed amongii us a piece of old French galla 
try called a mafqnerade % an inftitution, where 
the aloft abandoned may indulge the excefs of lo 
ury and lafcivioufnefs, and wallow in the extra 1 * 
gance of concupifcence. 

To the honour of the prefent day, this ext 

vagance of vice has been rather difcoiuuenanc 

than encouraged of late ; but as it fofrietimes 

allowed under the difgu\fed ux\c tf. <mk affem' 
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om experience, I am.affured of its bane, 
rjice, efpecially "on ftrangers; I th'iBk it 
nt on. npc, 10 exhibit a concife view of the 
l order to excite the avcrfion of the rea- 
an amufement,fo repugnant to the laws of 
rid virtue/ 

in my youthful days with the many extra- 
eprefeiHations I had heard of this motley 
refulved to be no longer ignorant of a di- 
ijvhich had beien, honoured, as fame're- 
by the prefenceof the,greateft quality, 
ngly I communicated my intentions to a 
fen cpmpapions, and prevailed upon' them 
:ipate with mc in the fame experifive folly, 
certain night we took coach in the city, 
>ur back on the honeft part of the town, 
ri$d 4 way Jo the Ipng defircd fcene of 

\g 7 according to cuftom," transformed onr» 
one of the (hops appointed for the put- 
to iuch fort of uncouth figures, as might 
>n a. level wi;h the whimfical mortals with 
te were about to mix; pptwithftancJing our 
to the affembly houfe, wc thoujght proper 
1 ourfclves into fedan chairs, to avoid the 
)i .the rabble, who were' gathered in great 
s on important occafionsr * 
[i we arrived at Cupid's new elyfium, and 
Ted through a lane of foldierg \ inftcad of 
loney, we produced pur printed tickets, 
by parting with a piece at a time, carried 
ugh three examiner's offices,- tilt we were 
red by the mailer of the ceremonies into a 
all. 
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I now began to look about me with as muck 
furprize, as a countryman under the dome of St. 
Paul's/ being furrounded with fuch * variety of 
obje&s, as it once perplexed my very eyes. 

Having afhufed myfeif awhfle with the glitter- 
ing pomp, and aftonifliibg variety that furTOundcd 
me, I could not forbear thinking that all tht vices 
and follies in the univerfe t were here promifcu- 
X)ufly huddled together. 

Being at length reconciled to the many frightful 
appearances that were fauntering to and fro tt 
entertain each other, with an inegpreffible dftreffity 
of palleboard faces, old ptay-houfc robe*, arid 
other fantaftical difguifes* I began to examine 
particulars, and fix in my memory every occur* 
ranee that might deferve public notice* 

Purfuant to my defign, I took frvetal turns, 
the whole length of the grand afletably room, 
which was crouded with a vaft variety of uncouth 
mortals and appeared on the whole as * medlfcjr of 
all nations* ages, and profeffions. 

While the more fprightly part of the motley af. 
fembly were diverting thetnfelve* with {halting 
their heels, others were (landing as fpe&ators to 
delight their eyes with the fine cms and capers the 
young gentleman, *nd the agility and deportment 
pf the nimblefooted ladies, who fffed evtty art 
and device to win hearts, 

After feveral ftiort confabulations with the fair- 
fex, in Various forms, and on various fbfbje&s, J 
began to amufe my curiofity, with the htrtnberlefs 
throng of fpe&ators that Were buzzing about me, 
^nd found carried into ptaffice eVcry ft untie to- 
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puion, that could render human nature contempt 
iblyJudicrous, 

They are mixt together, kings and peafants, 
aW and young, faints and daemons, the grave and 
the gay, gbofts and living forms, and all cbaraders 
that could compofe a jumble of diverfities. 

Thus variegated, they falfied forth in great 
numbers into the hazard-room ; I followed, and 
beheld them purfuing their paftime with the ur- 
;ttoft decorum ; the winners refraining from all 
cxiatic tranfports, and the Infers from frantic ex- 
tarnations; no noifc was heard but the chinking 
of gold, the rattling of dice, and the (lamping of 
Ac box. 

Prom the gamefter's apartment, I croffed the 
grand affembly room, to fome more private con- 
veoiences on the Tight hand, where confirming 
lovers retired out of the croud to confirm their 
affignations. I had no. fooncr entered upon thefe 
preroifes, than I found the feats all occupied by 
Ae moft amorous part of both fexes. Here all 
the languiflitng poftures, alluring whifpers, and 
engaging airs, that could poffible kindle the fire of 
'ove iq the coideft brcaft* were modeftly exercifed. 

From thence I moved forward till I came to an 
Partment, wlurc all forts of rich drams and cor- 
als were plentifully difpenfed to both fexes, by 
"^rce or four female under- ftrappers, whofe fole 
**finefs was to give their vigilant attendance on 
kis particular occafion. 

Hither the trading part of the female quality 
^pair to (harpen their wits, elate their droopipg 
pirits, and reader themfclvcs more acceptable 
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companions to fuch uniortqoate cullies, as ; 
happen to engage with them, f 

Being father averfe to diftUled liquors* 
daily at fecond hand, J. freraoved my qui 
and retired through the croud. into one. c 
boxes, vhere I might fit at eafe, bthdtd t 
fembly at a di/Unce, and ruminate upon th 
cellent ufe, and public benefit of this mofl 
ous convention, where all degrees of pe 
either had or might have recourfe to play th 
without the danger of being' known, an< 
dilhonour of being expofed in fome public \ 
paper* 

Here 1 gnfced a confiderablc time with alte 
tage and tranfport, till. upon a figaal .given a 
tipper end of the room, mofl: of the compan 
nilhed in & minute, and the rapacious place ( 
ception was left empty. 

I inquired »fie caufe of this fuddeh defa 
Bhd the perfon, to whom I applied, perceivii 
tny queftions, I was, a ft ranger to the cuftor 
this honourable afifembly, tpW me, that they 
all under ground at present, 3kd bufily enf 
in regaling themfefores. 

Advancing to the upper ehd of the room 
-nefc 'was faluted with the fmell of various dai: 
but I could not yet difcover from whence 
fumcR.arofp, till looking narrowly about tn 
length in *?i obfcnrB, corner* on the right } 
I found a fteep pair of flairs* that defcende 
mod per)>endicularly to.afubtetaneati€3vc, w 
as I entered, I was environed -by a,pack of 
mprants, contending for the faireft dainties 
feature ccnald produce. As the eivw\^u\vcv^v 
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f inadequate to the numerous affembly, with 
:h difficulty I procured a fufficiency to appeafe 
keennefs of my appetite, aud retired into one 
the boxes, where I happened to find a lady 
ch troubled with the hick-up, having made too 
e with claret and citron-water ; I began to ad- 
aider what verbal comfort I could to a diftref- 
, lady in her daggering condition ; at firft (he 
med coy, but I loon made tier break through 
r dHTembjed modefty, and put on her natural 
aper, as well as her fituation would admit. 
After fome incoherent difcourfe with her, Ha- 
tred her name and lodging, made her fair pro- 
fes, and a handfome apology for not waiting on 
r home, and fo returned into the crowd in queft 
my companions, whom I foon found, being all 
e myfelf, well cloyed with their entertainment. 
By this time, which was about five in the morn- 
l> the mufic was filenced, the dancing given 
er, the company dull, and the lovers eager to 
joy fool's paradife ; fo that, with the reft of my 
mpanibns, I took a final leave of this exptnfive 
ice of mummery, with increafed concern for 
5 prevalence of vice and folly in my native 
antry. 

Fromfuch aflemblies as thefe, I would diffuade 
readers of both fexes, as they tend to give the 
ids of youth a wrong bias, and divert them 
Ri the paths of moral and facial virtue. 
Is the ctiriofity of couctry perfons is naturally 
ited by the various things that prefent them- 
es in this town, and as many of them may be . 
i both with amufement and \m\rtQ\a5\cut\ fo 
r are other fcenes at whkh he CHHUftta \&*~ 
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fent, without incurring much danger, if not fofi 
tatning great lofs both in pocket and conftitatioB. 

Covent Garden, and its purlieus, have many 
finares, which often intice the inexperienced heated 
youth to his deftru&ion ; and therefore fhould be 
entered with great caution and circumfpcSion. 

Here are a vaft variety of allurements, fuch as 
taverns, bagnios, jelly-boufe?, and lodging- houfes, 
fome adapted to the purpofe of affignation, and 
others to that of the ccnfummation of amorous 
dt fires. 

The jelly-boufes have, within thefe few years, 
bten retorted to by ladies of pleafare, who ply 
there as cattle at a market, or fcrvants at a ftatute 
hall, where you may repair and choofe fuch goods 
as belt luit your tafte. Thofe who frequent thdc 
houfes have certainly loft that (hame and delicacy 
which are the ornaments of the fair fex, as well 
as contrafted the rooft bare- faced effrontery, be- 
ing capable of expofing therofelves to the lewd 
embraces of an abfolute (hanger for a trifling 
confideration. They are likewife the refort of idle 
fellows, who meanly live on the contribution of 
proltituted wretches, and are therefore bound to 
appear there, in order to affcri their caufe, and 
fight i heir battles. 

la (hort, every fobtr perfon, who regards bis : 
intereft or cbaradkr, uill avoid fuch places as are 
nioft frequented by perfons of indolent difpofiti- 
on.% sir.d tainted morals, and are in the bight ft 
fenfe ri^ogatorv to his honour, fubverfive of his 
h*ppinefs, and repugnant to his intereft. 
From thefe houfes, the.fcuvaAc ui\t^ *&Ataxi 
abandoned as wrllas deluded ?o\\o^*\v coTurofl&Y 
adjourn to other fee ties of deb*uc\Msrj * ^fcsv* v\wiv 
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is a nightly rendezvous of whtres, pimps, f eafi- 
oners, bullies, and cullies. 

The bufy fcene generally opens about midnight* 
and clofes about four in the morning, Here arc 
difcharged vollies of oaths and execrations, rib- 
aldry and no nfenfe, blasphemy and obfeenity ; ail 
that can fhock a modeft ear, offend a ferious mind, ; , 
or difguft a rational obferver, is pra&ifed withoup|£ 
remorfe, refpecft of perfons or f«, or refpeft to 
the fuperiority of the human to the brutal creation. 

As the landlords of fuch houfes cannot but be 
(hppofed to have loft all fenfe of honour and jus- 
tice, the gueft cannot reafonably expeft fair treat- 
ment or good liquor ', and indeed, as t ieir view 
of frequenting them proceeds from different caufes, 
they are generally carelefs about the quality or 
quantity of what they gorge, to the definition of 
their health, and the profit of the molt abandoned 
rf mankind. 

The unguarded youth not only injures his con- 
ititurion, through means of intemperance, by fre* 
ju en ting fuch houfes, but alfo.too often contracts 
uch acquaintance, as prove an eternal b<urier to 
lis future fuccefs. 

1 have an intimate friend who lives a melancholy 
>roof of the truth of this remark, and dates his 
uin from the very day he entered one of thefc 
mcbanting but de(tru&ive places. 

He was the only fon of an indulgent mother, 
>ut after a good education at fchoo), being ap- 
prenticed by his guardian, to a menial trade, lie 
liought proper to rclinquifh tbat, and apply to 
cademical itudies, to qualify him for a more i:n* 
ortant ftation in life. 
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Thefe he profecuted with fuccefs fomc years, 
during which he lived happy in hirafelf, refpe&ed 
by < ib friends, and endeared to a food parent. 

At length, on the clofe of a fummer's evening, 
he chanced to pais through tbe flrand, and ob- 
fcrved a va(t ingrefs and egrefs of divers of each 
fex, at a certain houfe, his curiofity prompted 
him 10 enter. 

Here he beheld a motley tribe of beings, with 
various countenances, gefturcs, and employs* 
Some inflamed with liquor, were denouncing 
horrid judgment on themielves and others ; fume 
imineife m fcnfclefs flupidity appeared as beings 
without rtflt&ion; fome were encountering with 
the inofi profligate whores, in the moll indecent 
difcou>fe 9 and others making allignations for amor- 
ous dailiancc. 

Thcfe ftrange fchemes induced him to fit down, 
call for his bow), and (lay to the full extent of his 
ufual time from his lodging 

In a. few days, urged by the fame fatal curio- 
fity, he repaired to tie fame fatal houfe, where an 
unhappy female attracted his notice, and capti- 
vated his mind. 

Determined however to maintain his reputation, 
{he in Yain attempted to allure him to her e in bra- 
ces feveral nights after each other •, being not only 
fenfible of the fufpicion he (hou'd incur, but alfo 
of the danger inevitably refulting fiom fuch inter, 
courUi with a proftitute. 

Neverthelefs he kept up a correfpondence, vi- 
fited her at her apartments, and came once or 
twice a week in queft of her to \V\% \io\j&. ^ * 
be was tied to an hour f and lYieiefcte. c&YvyA. \s^ 
7M thcfe femes which novr became actuate t^

him, he began to repine at his fituation in life, 
which laid fucli reftraint on his conduft, and deter- 
mined to allow himfelf a greater fcopeof pleafure. 

He was then on the approach to a pTetty fortune 

bequeathed him by an induftrious father, who 

died in his infancy, and he therefore began to in- 

m dulgc the profpeft of enhanced pleafure without 

reltriftion. 

As refoning to fuch places commonly produce 
intemperance, he frequently went home much dif- 
guifed in liquor, which was at length reported to 
his worthy patron, who fent for, gently reproved 
and difmiffed him, with an affurance, that on pro* 
mife of reformation, paft conduft ihould be buried 
in oblivion. 

This generous behaviour determined him to 
abandon that part of the town, which J?ad already 
proved fo injurious to his character ; and he again 
purfucd his ftudy with renewed alacrity. 

But a|as ! the impetuofity of paffion, and alure- 
menls of vice foon conquered the refolutions of 
reafon and virtue, and my unfortunate friend re- 
turned to his former courfe. 

His old companions in debauchery welcomed 
him on his arrival, laughed at his fooliih deference 
to his friends, and took every means to attach 
him to their pernicious pra&ices. 

Wholly devoted to vice and folly, and tempted 
by the little fortune to fall to him within a month* 
without the knowledge of his friends, or affigning 
the lead caufe, he quitted his ftudies, and betook 
himfelf to a life of unreftrained pleafure. 

His afH'&cd parent, and fmcetc l\\c&&&* xtk^sv- 
tanately foliated his return •> but At^i to ^s\\ \sv* 
iicntics, be rather accelerated toia aua \& TO&^I 
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an 3 poverty, nor allowed himfelf a paufe in his 
pro^refs toward* the goal of ruin. 

Having received his fortune, much of which 
was exhaufted by debts previoufly contra&ed on 
various accounts, he became not only a dupe to 
his own pafiious, but to thofe (harpers which in 
this town are always ready to trepan the unthink- 
ing youth. The circle of his acquaintance with 
both (exes now enlarged, and his cxpeuccs in pro- 
portion, infomuch, that wiihiu the compafs of a 
year, hii ready cafh was expended, and he was 
obliged to have rccourfe to mortgage his little 
eftate, and from thence to abfotute fale; fo that 
in about three years he was difencurabercd of the 
whole. His former miftreffes now eyed him with 
rcferve, bis former companions affe&ed iodiffer- 
ance, an 1 many with whom he had pafled hours 

• of jollity, had forgotten both his name and face. 
Thus bereft of his fortune, and abandoned by his 
prctepded friends, he (trolled from place to place, 
and often fa ante red in the park to count trees, 
for a dinner. Being at lad reduced to a (late of 
abfolute want, like the prodigal fon, he returned 
Co his doating parent, who received him with all 
tiie warmth of maternal affe&ion, arrayed him in 
decent apparel, and furnifhed him with svery TC* 
quifitc for the retrieval of his former fituatioft, 

Affe&ed by this indulgent treatment, he pro* 
fluffed fubmiffivcly to apply to his injured patron, 
and if he could obtain his favour, refume his re- 
gular courfc of life. 

tint fee the infatuation of vice and folly, not- 
withftanding his experience of the fatal confe* 
quences of a diflblution ot moia\s> ^oVot^t&a^

had no fooner the Ieaft power of tafling the tale- 
ful vices, than his impetuous de fires prompted him 
to the purfuit of them. 

As his finances were but finally he could only 
fee enough to inflame bis defires, which as, he- 
could not accomphlh, he at length determined on 
a foreign exploit, and accordingly embarked in a 
privateer, amongft the very rtfufeof mankind. 

Here he found fome companions, who owed 
their fituation to the fame caufe with himfelf, and 
daily joined with him in lamenting the day they 
were feduced to enter the habitation or refort of 
harlots. 

As he had now much time for refle&ion, he 
frequently ruminated on his paft life, the confe* 
quences of folly and extravagance, and the abjeft 
itate to which he had reduced himfelf.

fclf and little family, he paflesnot a day withoM 
repining at his former unhappy fate, refulting 
from an incident appirenily trifling, but produc- 
tive of a conftint fource of difquiet 

Since thefe and worfe tffefts flow from the refort 
of fnch houfes. we have been fomewhat prolix, 
in reciting a cafe, which our country readers may 
rely on as mattt-r of fad, and which, we hope, 
will t fleftually difTuade many from the profecution 
of fuch dcftru&ive meafuref. 

Th<* ftranger cannot pafs any of the ftreets of 
this fcene of luxury, without being expofed to 
the temptation of lewJ women, either in paffing\ 
or from the window*. Through the force of white 
and red paint, and the glaring of a few tawdry 
rags, they fomc of them appear at a diftance, dc 
firable obje&s, and have thereby allured to their 
embraces many innocent inexperienced country* 
men, who have had reafon to rue their unfortu- 
nate captivity. 

Bcfides thefe dangers to which the honeft -comb 
tryman mud be expofed from this quarter oi" the 
town, he will likewife, at" night, be liable to the 
infults of banditti, whofe bufinefs is to feek occa- 
fion to quarrel, ahufe, and thereby draw him be- 
fore a juftice, and extort money by falfly fweariog 
he was the aggreflbr. 

The very officers of juftice have availed them- 
felue9 of the ignorance and timidity of a ftranger, 
whom they have apprehended, carried to- a round 
houfc, and obliged to fee them', to obtain difmif- 
fion, though detained contrary to all law of rea- 
fon or the nation. 
In /hort, fo numerous aui wTwa* *tt \^\&- 
trigues, fraud* and allutemexus pi^€i\fed^ *&^<S 
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as the infults, alufcs and villainies committed on 
the perfon of a ftrange countryman, that, w!|pn 
r on this enchanting ground, we Should admonifh 
him to tread with the utmoft precaution, to main- 
tain a con (la (it guard on his paffions and temper, 
and not to be extravagantly fond of any amufe- 
nient or objeft that may prefent itfelf to his notice 
and obfervation. 

Having thus led our readers through a difmal 
wildernels, and (hewn them what kind of wild 
beads range therein, as well as related many oc- 
currences and cuftoms, we prefume worthy the 
attention of the ftranger and countryman, we fhall 
inftance fome of the prevailing follies of the rimes, 
and fubmit the abfurdity of them to the bar of 
reafon, and decifion of manly fenfe. 

With refpe& to garb or drefs,- many are fo ri- 
diculoufly extravagant, that this Cngle article en- 
groffes moft of their time, mpuey, and thoughts. 
Perfons of quality and refined tafte, drefs three 
or four times a day, and are fo lond of exotic fop- 
peries, that not only moft trades in the ftate, but 
moft nations in the world, are concerned in their 
equipage. There are alfo in this town a kind of 
butterfly fparks, or infignificant infe&s, that flutter 
about a year or two, and are afterwards forced to 
creep into holes and corners, in a garb as con- 
temptible, wretched and loathfomie, as tht former 
was fplendid, fulfome, and ridiculous. 

This pra&ice vain and foolifti as it is, has been 
adopted by numbers to their utter ruin, who hav- 
ing expended their fortunes in a few gaudy trap- 
pings (in order to make a figure, as they term it) 
become the contempt and rid\cu\t $1 \.W^\\s&i 

L 
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town. There is alfo an Epicurean fe#, a fori of 
nice palated (parks, who can relifh nothing but 
dainties, and defpifing the unadulterated produc- 
tions of their nat ive clime, as common forty affefi 
a Uile for ftudied mixtures, colli y fauces, and 
foreign delicacies. 

Thefe have fiequently indulged their luxuriance 
of tafte wih delicious moifels, i ill they have want- 
ed food convenient for the fupport of nature. 

Others in this town, atfefl. the charaAer of be- 
iug generous and fuciable, by making cofily treat? 
and entertainments; 1 have heard a fool boaft of 
Having expended a hundred pounds on an even- 
ing's entertainment for a few friends, who, after 
all, only contemned and ridiculed his prodigality. 

The extremity of this folly has frequently ap- 
peared in the expences of giddy youth on jiltt 
and courtezans, \*hom they have indulged in 
every whim of drefs, and caprice of tafle, thar 
pride can fuggeft, or luxury excite. 

Such perfous are beneath even pity, and nt 
cannot,- when reduced, but feem to grudge then? 
t-he very hufks to which their penury confines 1 
them, and wifli them fuch a fete, as might deter 
the red of mankind from their inadvertent condufl.* 

By thefe reflexions, I would not inculcate mean 
and nar:ow principle?, as I deteft all morofeneft- 
of temper, and lingular it y of behaviour, and 
heartily recommend a decent garb, and genteel,. 
friendly entertainments, upon proper occafions, 
as equally neceflary and commendable in a gentle- 
man; but to prevent country peopie of ■ property 
from being hurried into a compliance with this-. 
h'sliPa cu&oin which prevail* A\\ vYA* Vhwt*., \b^\* 
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-difgraee and impoverishing of thofe who ptaSife 
them, 

. Of all the follies and fallacies which reign ia 
Condon, none is more glaring than affeflation. Bjf 
this term, I underftand, according to the defini- .' 
tion of a modern dramatic writer, .endeavouring 
ko impofe ourfelves on the world, for what weaie. 
not ; or ftriving to he, what we are perfected we 
cannot. There is not in human life 4b tjit£ 3. 
chara&er as this,; as every man entertakaa 3 §ooji 
Opinion of himfelf more highly than he ought* fa 
many are prompted by dyefs, oj fome extra marjc^. 
to give-themfelves an air of confequeuce, which 
:hey vainly imagine intitles them to a gjenjejraj 
efteem. 

In proraifcuous companies, I have frequently 
known a (harper taken for a gentleman, and the 
laafter of a puppet-Chew for a man of fenfe ; fo 
iefuded are moft people by appearance. 

A great wig and fignificant ftrut, have long com- 
pofed a phyflcian.; and the apothecaries^ and very 
juacks follow their example, Divinity, with re*- 
Tpedl to the garb of many of its profeflbrs t feern* 
:o be reverted ^ our young clergy wearing fmart 
nulling locks, and prim {locks, more becoming 
:avern waiters, than teacher* of the people^ . 

Yhis folly of ^ffiecftation prevails in Londoa 
more particularly, becaufe, through its vaft ex- 
rent, and the multitude-of its inhabitants, perfon« 
can carry on a difguife with more plaufibilty, 
than in towns where the character and circum. 
[trnces of individuals are minutely enquired into. 
Hence it comes to pafs, ttxat fo many vain, un- 
thinking fops have maintained z t^\«?id\&^^eas.~ 
qpp f the title of T^uire* <U& \\»aVteM*SX &V 
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nities for a few months, and then fnealced from 
the bailiff 's clutches, and bilked ali, on whofe 
credulity they would impofe by a little outfide 
fliew and gaudy parade. 

I therefore efteem it effential to my defign, to 
admonifh country jerfons of both fexes, to bo- 
ware of this delufion of affectation, nor judge of 
any perfon here by appearance. Though maft 
by affe&ation gratify their pride, many fubfero 
their intereft, indeed wholly live by it. Thcfe 
are painted whores, who when bereft of their dit 
guife, difplay a figure odious to the beholder* 

jrhc fimpluy of ftrangers unaccuftomed to fop- 
pery, induces them frequently to catch at the bait 
laid for them by the enfnaring of both fezes. 
Plain John is liable to be deluded by the pomp ef 
a train, or a glare of necklace, aor iatfioneft Sue 
always proof againft a laced coat, aiyl gaudy 
fwordnot. 

On the other hand, villains frequently perpe- 
trate ads of injuftice, uot only under the maik of 
fimplicity, both in drefs and behaviour, but even 
under the very fan&ion of religion* We have 
here many perfons fcupuloufly pun&ualin the 
forms and ceremonies of religion; great church- 
goers, would not fwear an oath on any account, 
(qualities good in themfelves) but follow them in- 
to the world, weigh their a&ions in the balance 
of juftice, bring them to the (landard of right and 
wrong, and you will find their religion mere af- 
fectation, their devotion an abfolute lie, and their 
precifenefs downright hypocrify. 

Such is the prevalence of infidelity on the one 
hand, and fanaticifm on the othtt^ that ^hv&xAV 
our religion, more fe&s of which iktse ***** <« w 
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tlan at this time, common honeftly fecms bantfflk 
cd, and God-like benevolence to have deferted' . 
every bread. 

In a word, x fair at things may appear to a fu- 
perficial eye, this epitome of the world calltd , 
Loodon, wijl afford the minute ipfpe&or but a- " 
difmal fcene, in which he will difcover power op- 
preifing merit, riches oyer balancing honefty, and 
afft&aiion trampling on Gmplicity. , *' 

Such is the prevalence of power and parade*.* 
• that real merit is with great difficulty afcertained,* . 
<efpc daily in a place where difguife and artifice are ., 
daily praftifed. Writers may be poflefled of ge- 
nius in an equal degree, yet Appear in different] 
lights. Slender virtues may be highly efteemed,' 
becaufe they appear in certain places, or before/ . 
certain perfons. Many txcrcife exalted virtues in' 
pbfeurity. I remember a worthy country gentle- 1 
man, painted at court in theblackcft colours, who/ 
at jhe fame t : me, was extremely beloved in the ( 
country. The reafon was, that the country pifu '.,' 
pie among whom he chiefly refided, had no cor*' 
refpondence at court, and therefore bis reputation 
extended no farther than his parilh ; whereas fome - 
potent perfons, againft whofe oppreffions he' do. ■'•./ 
fended the, common people, were intimate wfth 
principles at the capital. On the other band, to - 
verify our remarks, concerning chara&ers, wc 
may find fome who are genergjfy ill-treated in their ' 
own country, -but pafs for angels in the capital. 

If we (hould really enquire into a man's cha- " 
ra&er, we fhould repair to the place of bis abode^ 
and there procure information, not t from his fo- 
ptrioh on the fpot, .but from VAa t\t\^fc^n vSf 
tqvatl rani* with wham Jht toa* Yv**& \*\a& .<ar*>. 
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natural qunoer. Daily experience ihews how 
wretchedly we are iropofcd upon by the falfe at. 
teftations of fome to anfwer particular purpofes, 
and that we, therefore, cap only have a man's true 
chara&er from tbcfe with whom he lives free and 
tmrefeTved. 

Another very prevailing foHy in this town, if 
an implicit compliance with what is called tafte 
and fafhion. Though tafte in the abftraft, may 
appear bat a trivial thing, yet whoever examines 
. hiftory and mankind, wiU find it a main fpring of 
bufiocfe and a&ion. 

Concerning tafte, we may find a right judgment 
from children, who generally delight in milk and 
fruit* which nature fupplics i.a plenty, whence it 
may be inferred, there is a native agreeabJeneft in 
fecb things. Moft grown perfqns are To debauch- 
ed by cuftom, fa (hi on, and fancy, that they rar 
ther elteein things according to genuine goodnefs* 
"UTe a*e often, by the fcardty aod priee of things, 
indoeeed to defpife what nature has marked lor 
good, and produced in abundance. We cootirad 
an averfionto things obtainable .with eafe or fmaU 
expencc, and cultivate a fondnefs for worjfe ijwj 
pre dear, and obtained with difficulty, Y.e$"U 
inore fafhionabla than milk, becaufe of the dijf* 
ference ef price. Vegetable produ&ions of Cljips^ 
and other toftem countries, tafte fine, for the cofti 
of the long voyage to procure them; and men 
generally fancy dear .'things rauft be good. Nor U 
fal& tafte lefs. glaring in this town, in drcfe and 
behaviour. 

If the prince was to walk upon (lilts, the cour- 
tiers would follow him, and. maintain the pra&icfc, 
ta be genteel and rational. Men ^ccoao^ax^ vW. 
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tre* to the life of bad rafted things, and trotibfr-f 
me habits,, m order to be diftmguiflwd from the 
dgar. 

Surely nature and reafon have pteferibcd the 
le of medium, which dire&s a jufl value on every 
tag, and forbids an immoderate attachment to 
y. Decency declares it abfurd in the iair fex* 
r fhoxt garments, to (hew their very knees, 2nd 
copomy exclaitas againft traiHng the ftrcets witk 
:h brocades. It is equally prepofterous in the 
tier fex, to wear garments which will hardly 
ver their pofteriors, or fuch as Scarcely difbover 
wr legs. 

By thefe brief remarks on tafte, I mean not tw 
courage a ridiculous affe&ation of Angularity, as. 
it of the two follies is the word; but to prevent 
implicit compliance with, every ridicalous cuk 
n or opinio'*,' that they may be broached by any 
>1 of quality, capricious coxcomb, or flirting; 
}uct. 

the lad foBy, incident to this town, I (haS 
ntion, vh caballing, and embarking with parties 
1 fa&ions. If a infra refle&s feeioufly on the 
ibility of human nature, the effeft of prejudice* 
I bin of intereft, he will- not immaturely de- 
e in favour of any opinion, ft£b, or party. A, 
n over fanguine in thisrefpeft, indicates a want 
underftaodfag, or incurs a fufpidoh of venliiw: 
Btiides, a p**ftm otfer meltons in the pro»l 
ting the caufe of a party, is generally negligent* 
thofe affairs which immediately relate to trim*; 
; and to which, if he attend* not, he will be 
ble to difebarge many relative duties incum- 
ttipofi-bim. i have known maffy worthy me» S 

red kp cabtah and ^fe&wmsj *&o v ^ tacroa^ 
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parties, both with their time and property, hare 
deftroyed their cone&ions and credit, and at iaft 
been ireau-d with the bafeft ingratitude. 

Such cabals are in the hightft degree injurious 
to commerce, friendfhip, and fociety; as they 
evidently tend to inflame the mind, deftroy good 
faith between men, and kindle difcord in thofc 
breads, which were before the feats ofperfeft 
harmony. In (hort* party connections can never 
improve the mind, nor obtain any folid good, 
while tliey generally incur much detriment both 
in point of temper and propriety. 

Having thus exhibited a concife view of the men 
and things of the town, I prcfume it will not be 
foreign to our purpofe, to add a few general di- 
rections to fuch perfons as may be difpofed to viiit 
it, either for amuferoent or employ ; as much cau* 
tion is neieffary, not only on their arrival, but 
alfo previous to their departure from the country. 

With refpeft to the - man of fortune, his mm 
important concern, is the oifpofal of his eftite. 
This is the grand bafis upon wiiich all the reft of 
his affairs mutt move, fo that unlefc that is left to 
the condud of a (kilful and boneft perfon, what- 
ever fuccefs he may have in town, it will not com- 
penfate for the lofs he muft inevitably fuftain... 

To fettle this important affair, with molt eafe, 
and convenience to hitnfclf, lead trouble to his 
friends and fervarif*, and greateft fatisfa&ion and 
advantage to 'his tenants and neighbours, it will 
be nectffary, in the firft place, that he be his own 
auditor, take a monthly furrey of his refpe&ive 
accounts, balance his expences with his receipt!, 
and proportion both according 10 \k* amount of 
his revenue. Some of out ^emw^ Vx>\lm^ck^ 
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a tefle&ion upon their charade^ atid imagine 
at the overfight of their efta.es is not only a 
iious employ^ but a derogation from their . dig- 
ty ; but to a man of real honour and conference* 
is rather a diverfion,, and advantageous method 
difpofing of thofe lpare hours, which, unoccupi*- 
l, would be burthenfome* inconvenient, or e**- 
:nfive>. 

His next concern tiiuft be,, to procure if pof- 
>le, an honeft ingenious man for a fteward, one 
at will neither be tempted by avarice or intereft* 
>r feduced by neceffity to betray his concerns, 
embezzle his effe<5ls k He ihould be neither 
orofe in temper* nor rigofrous to his tenants t 
jt watchful to keep them within the moderate 
>unds of their leafcs and agreements ; and above 
I, careful to reftrain them from running too far . 
arrears, which commonly terminates, not only 
. the ruin of themfelves, but the lofs and in* 
mvenience of the landlord* 
A fteward ihould be remarkable for difcreet 
>vernment of himfelf, and his own affairs; he 
ould be a tolerable mafter of accounts, and well 
irfed in the art of agriculture* and the method 
r country dealing: but above all, he fliould be 
vefted of felfiihnefs and mercenary defigns* and 
•luated by principles of juftice, humanity and 
atitude* 

A provident houfe-keeper will alfo be requifite, 
ho ihould be difcreet, foithfjL affable, raodetl, 
eek,, and companionate; and free from the little 
inities of goflipping and tale-bearing* tod com- 
on to her fex. Her matter's houfe fliould be 
ir only empire^ and the peaceable ^QV^xmwwxv 
;..:;.. .M . . 
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of it her higheft ambition s fee ffioald have no 
ends, nor buliiiefs of her own to divert bcr mind* 
but be vigilant in obferving and retraining the 
ii regularities of the family, not more by advice 
and reproof, than the precedent of he* decency 
and moderation. IF the country gentleman could 
thus furnifh himfelf (wh'clr indeed aril! be very 
diHicult) he might then folacc himfelf with a con- 
sideration, that when he had tired himfelf with 
the vices and follies of the town, his affairs at borne 
being in a good fituation, be could return and 
lepofe hirnf If with fatisfa<5lion out of the reach of 
ks noife and hurry. 

The next thing worthy the confide rat ion ofihe 
country gentleman, is to manage himfelf with 
advantage and fecurity when he comes to town* 
He has been {hewn already the rocks he is nwft 
'li?bte to fplit upon, and the vices, follies, and 
danger*, to which he will be perpetually "expoffd i 
as a gentleman and ftranger. I ftiall - the*efa* 
wave tliofe already mentioned, 2nd offer bsma 
few admonition?, wht$h I hope will ■either .be up- 
acceptable or unprofitable. The firft point Bf 
advice I would enforce is, not to hurry him into 
the fociety of ilrangcrs. This we have repeated 
again and again; as the generality of the mifchicfo 
of this town derive their origin from that fouice. 
} alfo again .admpnifli him not to take, men if)d 
things upon truft, but firft to weigh them fob«rly 
and deliberately* to bring them home to tfce 
tribunal of reafon, confeience, and experience 
before he paflea judgment, or makes optiou This 
town ismoftly fwayed by falflioods arod contradic- 
tion, or by fa&ion and intereft, fo that if he take* 
things nakedly, without rorogiKYc^ ^tm ^Sl 
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:he rules of truth and probability, he will be fub«- 
jedl to endlefs falfhoods and impoftures, 

I would alfo remind him ©f his chara6ier, his 
l>irth, education, and eftate, and if he confiders 
himfelf as a gentleman, not. nominal, but real, 
he will doubtlefs deport himfelf confidently witfy 
that title, and regulate his behaviour by the un^ 
erring max/njs of reafon and juftice. 

With refpedl to ladies of fortune, as it is cuf- 
tomary for them to receive good tuition in the 
:ountry, they may form a toierableidea of the* 
nature of the tpwn j fyf§c$ it therefore to admo^ 
tiilh them not to value the fopperies and pleafures. 
>f it, in an inordinate degree, but to beware of 
he devices and intrigues pf rakes, fortuue-hufif 
tprs, &p. 

Perfons of inferior rank of both fexes, will be 
$ore liable to the fallacies of an enfnaring town, 
U from their fituatipn in life, they are deprived 
rfthat knowledge of it which results from reading 
mdcouverfe; but it is prefumed, that a precife 
tdherence to the rues we h~ve laid down, and 
)bfervations of the various arts, cheats, and trick* 
ve have dete$ed and expofed, will prevent their 
ailing a prey tq the fame, and enable ihepi to 
ender a town vifit both amufing and prpfitable. 
AYe would efpeciajiy diffuade country perfons 
f all' ranks from harbouring the leaft defirc of 
ui ting a rural residence, for \\i$ noife,* hurry, 
nd coufufion of a city life, x 

Any perfon of reflexion cannot behold^ with-* 
ut much coilcern, fq many {lately buildinga 
ibuldfcring into ruin }n div^s pa\U oC vVVu VvftV 
owfor want of inhabitants^ 
Ift^e rux^l iiinabitapta urge &to«€fcv^** V^** 
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for preferring a town refidence, we may certainly 
withju'.uce leply, that hunting, fifliing, fowling, 
and the like, are noble and manly recreations, and 
do not cloy nor fatiate, hut are ftill improving and 
growing daily more delightful. Thiy ar$ not 
fpent or wafted by fruition as ours are, feft the 
more tiiey are purfued, the more they entertain 
?nd gratify. 

Befides, it will be neceflary to confid^r the *x- 
pencts which inevitably refult from the piirfuit of 
the pleafurea of this town, whereas thofe of the 
country are free and open, and derived, as it were* 
from the general grant of nature. Add to this* 
that all the pleafures of the town may be run 
through in the narrow fpace of two or three days, 
which done T you do but traverfe the fame fcolilh 
yoad, and tread the fame ftage over and oyer 
again," and what <?an be more ungrateful to aii in- 
genious, enquiring mind, than the dull repetition 
of the fame fcenes. If thefe remarks are weighed % 
in the ballance of fober reafon t their falutar. eHefii 
fleed not be doubted. 

If education is the pretended motive, I would afl? 
what kind of education is fought after in London? 

A genteel and liberal one may be obtained m 
the country t and every neceffiary qualification fo* 
a tradefman or a gentleman. 

Thofe pejfons who hope to. improve in cv-ry 
ufeful or ornamental branch of education, fli.ould 
embrace precious opportunities of quiet and 
fedatenefe, wtych cannot be expected in a nojfy 
town, the very bane of ftudy and meditation, hv 
the country, a.ll things are generally calm-an4 
Hill; there you have foarei cax** vo \*^\ ^: 
torment the mi*d l and fewex &^ra\o *5fe>^. 
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ind difcompofe you. There are no hurrying* 
nor fcramblings, fio countermining of one ano+ 
ther; t>ut all the bufy a6lors are innocently and 
induitri'oufly proceeding in their proper flat ion* t 
and, as far almoft as human nature is capable of, 
liufhed into perfect repofe, A 

Surely none of my country friends can thinlc 
Df thefe fuperior advantages, and retain their giddy 
refolution of quitting them all for the fakfc of a 
tioify paltry city, 

I am far from advifing any to a reclufe life: J 
jrant that nwific, dancing, fencing and the - like, 
ire very proper amufements to pais away an idle 
interval ; but I wouid not have thefe preferred to 
r uch purfuits as tend to aggrandize the mind, and 
jnoble the foul, 

. There is. but one thing, within the compafe of 
siy knowledge, by which this lown. can improve 
heir education; I mean in point of. conversation. 
[f you were well fettled both in judgment apd 
principal, if you could run through the different 
Tocieties and humours of it f without being infedt- 
»d or feduced by them, and withal, could extract 
from them fome good morals and ufeful pbferva- 
ions, thefe confiderations might juftify a vifit to- 
London ; but to leave bufinefs.to the management 
Df fervants, and your boufe and gardens to go to 
ruin; come up hither to wafte your time and 
noney, meerly under pretence of better company, 
liver/ion, and education, than your own country 
:an afford you, is fuch a mixture of folly and 
nadsefs, as cannot fail to expofe you to pity, fcorn 
iiid wonder. 

Jf the deGre. of company y\om^ ^ \s> «*- 
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cAiahge a country for a city life, lpt measure 
them, from long experience, they will fopu fjnH 
themfelves deceived in their expectations. They 
may forth what chimerical notions they pleafe, 
concerning the men and things of the town, but 
if they fondly imagine, that it exceeds the country 
in thofe qualities, which are the ornaments of 
human nature, l hey are greatly miftaken. It, in 
reality, is fo corrupt and degenerate and fo ex- 
ceedingly over-run with vice and folly, that little 
improvement can be expe&ed' from the fociety 
found in it. There are, indeed, as in all places, 
fome perfons whole company and converfe. tend 
to the edification of their afTociates; butthefeaie 
fo rare, and withal fo hard to be difcerned, and 
come at by a ftranger, that much time may be 
fpent in fruitlefs fearch. I c3naflure him for my 
own p'irt, that after many years unavoidable re* 
fidence in town, the e^pence of much money, and 
lofs of much time; there are very few within the 
circle of my acquaintance on whom } can con- 
fidently rely, and with whom 1 can familiarly 
converfe. 

The general topics of moft companies here 
are of a frothy infignificaut nature, neither tend- 
ing toamufement nor inftru&ifcn ; though almoft 
every body ciaims a knowledge of politics, and 
our very failors do arraign the meafures of the ftate, 
1 am forry to fay, that our companies in general, 
abound with ignorance and impertinence, ribaldry 
and nonfence, noife and vanity, and therefore no 
r^afonable perfon can propofe to himfelf and ad-> 
vantage from frequenting them. 
Thefe remarks, though ap^urcrt-V! ^ra&^ »^ 
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.litterally true; therefore if the countryman comes 
hither, he mud expedl to find men apd things 
as they are, ai?4 not as he would have them ; aiid 
it he -has fenfe enough to defpHe them, he wiil 
incur tiie chara<fter of a proud ill-natured j un- 
mannerly fellow. I 
i Now, upon the whole, if the advantages oka 
country life are fet in oppofition to thofe of town 
refideirce/refpe&ing the health of the body, and 
the improvement of the mind; it only re ma kit 
to determine which on a folid foundation is mpft 
eligible; with refpe& to health, it will not admit* 
of controverfy, not only as it is clear air, and 
the falutary exhalations of the earth are produc- 
tive t)f the feme, but alfo, ! as in general, perfons 
in the ctiuffitiy are not fo liable to debaucheries of 
every kind, as they ale in a depraved town becaufe 
whatever may be their inclinations, there are not 
- fo many various precedents. 
p With refpeft to the improvement of the miqdV 
it \% undeniably evident, indifppfition of body 
always affedls the mental faculties, impedes their 
exertion, and cafts a gloom over thought in gener- 
al; whereas health expands the reafoning power, 
prompts their exercife, and accellerates invention^ 

Noife and hurry ajfo &tend <tp_ perplex the mind, 
banifh ideas, and confound ftudy ? whereas folitude 
a nd retirement unbend the fbul, affift the memory* 
a nd enlarge conception. 

Befide.% in all paits of the kingdom, there are 
^eri of probity, genius and learning, who aflured 
°f the truth of what I am endeavouring to prove, 
«ave. fixed on a little rural fpot to enjoy the b^ef- 
£ttgs of health and rcfle&ion,. and pafs life, retired 
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from the buftle of carping mortals, in fwect folitude, 
and delightful contemplation. 

• lb- inch as thefe you may repair, with theft 
you may converie with pJeafure and advantage 
from thefe you will reap the higheft initrCAftion. 

If fuch confide rations carry with thei/f any 
weight, fureiy we need not paufe a moment i< 
decide the cafe. 

The coun ry life mud as far exceed that of the 
town, as health is preferable to ficknefs, the mine 
to the body, pleafure to pain, pr fubilance tc 
ihadaw. 

It only remains to affure our country friends, 
that they may rely on the truth of the fevera de- 
scriptions and definitions comprized in this litfc
